CLEVELAND  —  Rising  costs  and  manpovrer  shortages  have  also  hit  the 

nation's  research  laboratories,  a  research  executive  reported  here  today. 

Dr.  H.  A.  Leedy,  director  of  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois 

Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  declared  that  the  increasing  complexity  of 

scientific  research  and  a  serious  shortage  of  engineers  are  responsible  for 
the  condition. 

He  addressed  the  American  Society  of  Lubricating  Sngineers,  meeting 

in  the  Statler  hotel. 

Scientific  research  is  becoming  more  expensive  and  will  continue  to 
rise  in  cost,  he  predicted.  Pointing  out  that  advancements  today  are  made  in 
highly  organized  laboratories.  Dr.  Leedy  said  these  teams  of  specialists  and 
the  costly  apparatus  they  need  have  raised  research  costs  considerably, 

"We  are  spending  almost  one  per  cent  of  our  national  income,  or 
about  two  and  one-half  billion  dollars  annually  on  research  and  development," 
he  said.   ''¥e  will  need  to  increase  these  expenditures  in  the  years  ahead  if 
we  wish  to  continue  to  be  the  leader  in  technology." 

"If  we  can  maintain  our  defensive  strength  and  improve  our  standard 
of  living,  this  is  a  small  price  to  pay,"  he  added. 

"It  is  reported  that  Russia  is  now  training  more  technical  personnel 
than  we  are,"  Dr.  Leedy  warned.  Fewer  engineering  graduates,  a  smaller 
percentage  of  students  entering  engineering,  and  selective  service  are  factors 
in  the  current  shortage. 

"Certainly  under  these  circumstances  our  industries  and  our  govern- 
ment should  act  now  to  make  f raids  avai.lable  for  engineering  and  technical 
education  and  to  encourage  more  students  to  enter  the  engineering  profession."

Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  will  build  a  nine -story  apartment 
building  on  VJabash  avenue  between  31st  and  32nd  streets,  Chicago,  it  was 
announced  today  by  Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata,  president  of  Illinois  Tech. 

Cost  of  the  96-unit  building  will  be  $1,0$0,000,  The  completion  of 
this  latest  project  in  Illinois  Tech's  extensive  south  side  development  program 
is  scheduled  for  September,  1953* 

The  new  structure  will  be  the  second  of  three  proposed  apartment 
buildings  for  housing  students  and  staff  of  the  Institute,  Its  close  neighbor 
will  be  Gunsaulus  Hall,  31UO  South  Michigan  avenue,  completed  in  1950. 

The  new  building  will  be  the  fourth  unit,  two  four-story  dormitories 
having  been  completed,  in  Illinois  Tech's  long-range  program  to  provide  housing 
for  its  students  and  staff.

CHICAGO  --.  A  phyaioist  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology  has  invented  a  wide-range  radiation  detector 
more  versatile  than  any  similar  device  now  in  use. 

Announcement  of  the  new  invention  came  today (April- 23)  on  a  science 
newscast,  "Science  Is  Your  Servant,"  (over  Radio  Station  WBIK-IM  at 
S'.OQ   P.M.).- 

Leonard  Reiffel,  Foundation  nucleonics  supervisor,  is  the 
inventor  of  the  improved  scientific  instrument.  It  is  expected  that  it 
will  supplant  many  of  the  older,  more  complex  detectors  now  used  to 
indicate  the  strength  of  rays  emitted  by  radium  or  other  radioactive 
substances,  as  well  as  those  emanating  from  atomic  explosions  and  other 
chain  reactions. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  Reiffel 's  radiation  detector  is  its 
simplicity  of  .>peration  in  measuring  wide  variations  in  radiation 
intensity.  Previous  detectors  have  required  a  switching  arrangement  to 
"tune  in"  the  various  radiation  strengthso 

Many  such  detectors  have  as  many  as  three  or  four  different 
ranges,  and  measuring  various  types  and  intensities  of  radioactivity  is 
somewhat  similar  to  switching  a  home  radio  from  the  regular  broadcast 
band  to  an  EM  band,  or  ane  ef  the  several  shortwave  ranges.

With  the  refined  instrument  developed  by  Reiffel  and  his  group 
of  nucleonics  scientists,  it  is  possible  to  detect  rapidly  —  on  a 
single  scale  —  radiations  which  vary  in  strength  all  the  way  from 
one-tenth  of  a  milliroentgen  to  1,C00  roentgens*  This  is  a  sensitivity 
ratio  of  10,000,000  to  1, 

A  roentgen  is  a  unit  for  measuring  the  intensity  of  radioactivitya 

As  to  Reiffel 's  technique  for  covering  such  a  broad  range  of 
radiation  levels  on  a  single  scale,  the  physicist  pointed  out  that  he 
is  utilizing  a  method  of  autorratically  "desensitizing"  the  instrument 
as  greater  radiation  intensities  are  encountered. 

He  compared  the  action  of  his  detector  in  automatically 
desensitizing  itself  to  an  individual  undergoing  dental  treatment  who 
is  given  a  hypodermic  syringe  filled  with  novocaine.  At  the  slightest 
twinge  of  pain  as  a  result  of  the  dentist's  activities,  the  patient  may 
jab  himself  with  another  shot  of  novocaine. 

Explaining  the  value  of  the  single-scale,  wide  range  detector, 
Reiffel  said  that  radiation  sharply  and  suddenly  increases  as  its  source 
is  approached.  Earlier  radiation  detectors  had  to  be  switched  constantly 
from  one  scale  to  another  to  continue  registering  accura'fcely  the  changes 
in  radiation  intensity.  Even  the  best  of  present  instruments  often  do 
not  give  meaningful  readings  at  very  high  or  very  low  radiation  levels. 

With  this  new  wide-range  detector,  sudden  changes  in  radiation 

intensity  will  be  indicated  instantly  on  the  instrument's  single  scale. 

The  result  will  be  that  scientists  utilizing  such  devices  will  be  warned 

quickly  of  dangerous  sources  of  radioactivity. 

The  instrument  —  no  larger  than  the  average  table  model  home 
radio  ~  is  comparatively  simple  to  operate,  and  its  small  size  makes 
it  readily  adaptable  to  portable  use  in  planes,  automotive  vehicles,  and 
ships.

John  J.  Ahern,  director  of  the  department  of  fire  protection 
and  safety  engineering  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  asserted 
during  a  radio  broadcast  that  "most"  of  the  recommendations  he  and 
members  of  his  committee  investigating  the  tragic  accident  made  have 
"died  in  the  City  Council." 

"Unfortunately,  very  few  of  those  recommendations  have  been 
carried  out,"  Ahern  said. 

Ahern  also  criticized  the  speed  at  which  Chicago  Transit 
Authority  streetcars  operate  on  city  streets,  as  well  as  the  inability 
of  law  enforcement  officers  to  clamp  down  on  the  operators  because  of 
a  lack  of  authority. 

Streetcar  operators,  Ahern  declared,  "are  a  special  privileged

"Occasional  publicity  isn't  enough,"  he  declaredo      "Very  little 
has  been  done  to  portray  the  profession  of  chemistry  as  a  whole*" 

Leary  cited  the  public's  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  important 
part  played  by  chemists  in  the  development  of  atomic  energy.

CHICAGO  —  A  new,  automatic  method  of  measuring  flame  resistance 
qualities  of  sound  conditioning  materials  was  announced  here  today  after 
almost  a  year  of  research  conducted  by  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  for  the  Acoustical  Materials  Association* 
The  Association  is  composed  of  the  largest  manufacturers  of  acoustical 
materials  in  the  oountryo 

The  studies  are  part  of  the  public  service  program  of  the 
Association  to  secure  technical  data  for  future  recommendations  and 
standards  in  the  manufacture  and  use  of  sound  absorbing  materials. 

This  radical  improvement  is  the  first  automatic  method  for 
analyzing  the  flame  resistance  of  acoustical  materials  used  in  officesj 
industries,  institutions  and  homes,  according  to  Luther  Go  Ramer, 
supervisor  of  the  Riverbank  Acoustical  Laboratories,  operated  by  the 
Foundation  at  Geneva,  Ille  He  also  stated  that  this  new  method  entirely 
eliminates  guesswork  from  such  studies. 

The  high  degree  of  scientific  precision  now  possible  in  flame 
resistance  analysis  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  the  technique  meets 
all  the  requirements  of  the  Bureau  of  Standards,  Ramer  said. 

Briefly,  he  explained,  the  technique  consists  of  carefully 
removing  the  moisture  from  samples  of  acoustical  materials  in  a  cabinet 
which  Is  maintained  at  room  temperature.

After  the  humidity  of  all  samples  has  been  lowered  to  10  per 
cent  by  automatically-controlled  equipment,  the  pieces  of  acoustical 
materials  are  placed  in  another  automatic,  constant-temperature  cabinet* 
where  the  humidity  is  consistently  maintained  at  35   Per  cent. 

After  a  specified  period,  the  samples  are  removed,  arranged  in 
a  square  on  a  fireproof  framework,  and  the  center  sample  of  the  square 
is  placed  directly  over  an  automatically-controlled  gas  flame.  The 
flame  temperature  is  gradually  increased,  through  the  elaborate  control 
equipment,  to  a  peak  temperature,  kept  there  far  a  predetermined  period, 
and  then  decreased,  all  automatically o. 

The  temperatures  to  which  various  types  of  acoustical  materials 
are  subjected  also  are  recorded  automatically,  providing  a  permanent 
record  of  test  conditionse 

After  subjecting  the  samples  to  the  flame,  they  are  removed 
under  laboratory  conditions,  and  a  careful  photograph  of  the  square  of 
samples  is  taken.  In  that  manner  the  exact  degree  to  which  the  center 
saii5)le— as  well  as  any  other— has  suffered  may  be  determined  by  comparison 
with  the  surrounding  samples  of  identical  size. 

The  equipment  used  in  the  improved  method  is  being  retained  at 
the  Riverbank  laboratories,  where  it  will  be  used  on  a  continuing  basis 
for  determination  of  flame  resistance  of  samples  submitted  by  member 
companies  of  the  Acoustical  Wkterials  Association.

The  blight  of  slums  is  spreadiog  southward  in  Chicago*  and  a 
broader  program  to  improTe  the  entire  South  Side  is  urgently  needed 
now.  Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata*  president  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
warned  today  (May  7). 

Addressing  the  annual  meeting  of  the  South  Side  Planning  Board 
in  the  Sherman  hotel*  Or.  Rettaliata  said  oomtaunity  planning  problems 
in  the  Planning  Board's  area  (north  of  47th  street)  are  closely  related 
to  those  of  the  %de  i^rk-Kenwood  area. 

"They  are  linked  so  elosely«  in  fact*  that  only  a  concerted 
effort  by  individuals  and  organiaationa  in  both  areas  can  be  effectlTe, * 
he  declared* 

Dr.  Rettaliata  pointed  to  phyaioal  planning  problems*  especially 
traffic  and  transit,  as  requiring  activity  on  more  than  a  local  front. 
Another  factor  is  relocation  of  local  residents  which  demands  coordinated 
oooDamity  action*  he  added. 

"We  Hust  expand  our  planning  horizons*"  the  speaker  asserted. 
"When  real  progress  has  been  made*   it  has  been  the  result  of  teamwork. 
Working  together*   like-minded  ioliTiduals  and  orgaaizations  can  do  a 
better  job." 

Or.  Rettaliata  praised  the  Planning  Board's  recent  community 
appraisal  survey*  reiosrking  that  its  results  will  aid  in  obtaining  specific 
iniprovements  needed  now  and  add  background  knowled^  for  future  iB«)roveraent

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NEfti  YORK  —  Safety  limits  for  industrial  noises  harmful  to  the 
workman's  ear  were  described  here  today  (May  8)  by  Dr.  Howard  C,  Hardy, 
acoustics  expert  for  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology,  Chicago, 

In  an  address  before  scientists  at  a  meeting  of  the  Acoustical 
Society  of  America  at  the  Hotel  Statler,  he  presented  a  graph  which 
for  the  first  time  shows  upper  and  lower  limits  of  safety  for  industrial 
noises. 

Dr.  Hardy,  assistant  chairnHn  of  the  Foundation's  physics  research 
department,  stated  that  his  study  revealed  that  loudness  and  intensity 
are  not  conclusive  keys  to  ear  danage.  Frequency  is  a  no  less  important,, 
if  not  misunderstood  factor,  he  said. 

The  new  graph  is  based  on  sones  (units  of  loudness)  and  critical 
octave  bands  of  frequency* 

One  curve  en  the  graph  descibes  noise  levels  below  which  no 
hearing  damage  results  even  after  years  cf  working  day  exposure*  A 
Second  curve  charts  a  noise  level  above  which  hearing  will  be  impaired 
after  an  extended  period  of  time.   "No  Man's  Land"  is  the  bracketed  area 
between  the  two  curveso 

Dr.  Hardy  reported  that  less  damage  is  done  to  the  human  ear  by 
constant  loud,  low-frequency  noises  than  by  less  intense  but  shriller 


-more- 
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noises.     The  4t^00  cycles  per  second  frequency  zone  was   termed  irost 
dangerous. 

Subways  and  street  cars  are   in  the  harmless  noise  class,  while 
riveting  in  the  construction  of  ships  and  boiler  room  activity  fall 
into   the  danger  bracket. 

Most   common  noises  are  not  damaging,   says  Dr.   Hardy,   because 
they  are  not  loud  enough  and  exposure  time  is  too  short. 

A  rule  of  thumb  was  suggested  by  Dr.  Hardy:      Industrial  noise 
is  in  the  danger  zone  when  a  workman  is  forced  to  shout   into  his 
neighbor's  ear  to   converse.     Noise   is  safe  if  conversations  may  be 
carried  on  in  a  normal  voice  at  a  distance  of  one  foot. 

Information  gained  through  Dr.  Hardy's  jioneer  work  will  be  of 
value  to  industry  in  determining  dangerous  noise  areas. 

He  explained  that  his  conclusions  are  supported  by  few  data  in 
acoustics   literature.     However,   he  said  that  evaluation  of  clinical 
data,   now  being  conducted  by  medical  experts,   is  expected  to  confirm 
his  findings  and  also  point  up  damage  risk  levels.

"Unfortunately,  the  snail  stockholder  holds  but  small  powero " 

Vfeisbard  offered,  as  a  possible  solution,  education  of  the 
investing  public, 

"Lawfully  appointed  agents,"  he  added,  "can  protect  the 
investing  public  but  like  all  other  legal  processes,  the  machinery 
provided  for  the  protection  of  the  stockholder  is  not  self-starting. 
A  stockholder  must  become  aware  of  a  wrong  and  be  willing  and  able  to 
correct  that  wrongo"

CHICAGO  —  Start  of  a  new  long-teiia  research  project  to  learn 
exactly  where  this  city's  dit-t  comes  from  was  announced  today  by 
Dro  Haldon  Ao  Leedy,  director  of  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Tech no logy a 

Cost  of  the  program  for  the  first  year  will  be  about  $23,000, 
Dr.  Leedy  told  the  Midwestern  Air  Pollution  Prevention  Association  at 
a  luncheon  meeting  at  the  'Western  Society  of  Engineers,   84  East 
Randolph  street. 

Known  as   "MIPPA",   the  Association  will  sponsor  the  extensive 
project  to  be  conducted  by  the  Foundation.     Dr.  Leedy  is  president  of 
MAPPA  which  includes  engineers,    industrialists,    city  officials,  and 
others  from  the  Chicago  area  interested  in  preventing  local  air  pollution. 

The  new  project  will  include  three  major  phases. 

First,  a  statistical  survey,   based  on  records  kept  by  the  City 
Department  of  Smoke  Inspection  and  Abatement,  will  be  made  to  learn  the 
factors  responsible  for  past  smoke  violationso     Data  from  case  histories 
of  violations  will  be  tabulated  and  interpreted  by  statistical  methods^ 

The  second  part  of  the  project  will  consist  of  microscopic  study 
of  Chicago's  dustfall  to  determine  the  source.  Hundreds  of  samples  from 
the  Chicago  area,  including  the  suburbs,  will  be  analyzed  and  classified 
aa  to  contents  and  source  by  the  Foundationo 
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During  the  first  year,  Dr,  Leedy  estimates,  foundation  researchers 
can  determine  the  relative  proportions  of  flyash,  minerals,  and  fibers 
in  the  air  samples  and  settled  dust  samples  around  Chicago.  They  will 
also  begin  the  long-term  job  of  breaking  down  the  sources  of  flyash 
from  many  places* 

The  second  phase  is  expected  to  take  several  years  of  study. 
It  will  include  sampling  from  specific  stacks  during  definite  burning 
operations  followed  by  microscopic  and  photomicrographic  study  of  these 
samples.  lHany   samples  will  be  necessary  to  cover  the  various  fuels, 
types  of  equipment,  and  burning  conditions. 

As  soon  as  results  are  available,  MklVA   plans  the  third  phase i 
an  educational  campaign.  This  will  Include  publication  of  pamphlets 
on  where  Chicago's  dirt  domes  from  and  how  to  reduce  it  and  presentation 
of  lectures  before  organizations  which  can  help  prevent  air  pollution* 

Dr.  Raymond  Ifiissey,  scientific  director  of  the  Council  on 
Industrial  Health,  American  Medical  Association,  discussed  health  aspects 
of  air  pollution  at  the  luncheon  meeting.  Dr.  Walter  C.  McOrone»  senior 
chemist  at  Armour  Research  Poundation,  spoke  briefly  on  ^Chicago's  Air 
Ibllution  Eroblem.  " 

Alderman  A,  J,  Cilella,  chairman  of  a  subcommittee  on  health 
of  the  City  Council,  discussed  the  problem  of  air  pollution  control 
in  the  city.

Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata,  to  be  inaugurated  May  22    (19$2)  as  tiie  second 
president  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  in  Chicago,  is  a  young  man  v^o  has 
compiled  an  imposing  record  of  accomplishment  in  education,  engineering,   and 
industry, 

A  recognized  expert  on  steam  and  gas  turbines  and  jet  propulsion,  he  has 
worked  for  industry  and  education  during  an  active  professional  career.     He  became 
president  of  Illinois  Tech  on  February  U,  1952. 

Dr.  Rettaliata,   at  I4O,   heads  a  fast^'-grovjing  teclino logical  institution  which  is 
developing  a  110-acre  area  on  Chicago' s  near  south  side  into  a  center  of  education 
and  research.     He  joined  the  Institute  in  19U5  as  director  of  the  department  of

Dr.  Rettaliata  became  dean  of  engineering   at  Illinois  Tech  in  19U8  and  was 
named         vice  president  in  charge  of  academic  affairs  in  1950, 

He  also  heads  two  important  organizations  affiliated  ^vlth  the  Institute: 
Armour  Research  Founrfation  of  Illinois  Tech  and  the  Institute  of  Gas  Technology, 

A  vice  president  of  the  American  Societ;/  of  Mechanical  Engineers, 
Dr.  Rettaliata  has  written  scores  of  technical  articles  and  papers  on  engineering 
subjects.     He  has  spoken  thro-oghout  tlie  nation  on  engineering  and  educational 
subjects c 

Part  of  his  time  during  the    seven  months  preceding  his  being  naned  president 
was  spent  as  associate  director  of  a  aigh  priority  classified  Air  Force  research 
project  at  the  University  of  CliicagOc.     During  World  War  II,   he   txdce  visited 
Europe  at  the  invitation  of  the  UuS.   Navyj  in  19U3  he   studied  British  developments 
in  jet  propulsion;   and  in  1914^  he  investigated  steaiTi  turbines  developed  by  Germany 
for  hydrogen  peroxide   submarine  operationc 

The  steam  turbine  had  never  before  been  used  for  undcL-water  navigation;    and, 
as  a  direct  result  of  Dr.  Rettaliata' s  study,   complete  technical  information  on 
this  type  of  turbine  was  made  available  to  American  manufacturers.     For  this  con- 
tribution, he  was  awarded  a  special  certificate  of  coiitnendation  by  the  Bureau  of 
Ships.

During  the  summer  of  19U0,  he  was  given  a  leave  from  Allis-Chalmers  to  study 
special  applications  of  gas  turbines  on  a  National  Academy  of  Science  fellowship. 
In  19l|lj  when  he  was  only  30,  Dr.  Rettaliata  received  the  junior  award  of  the 
American  Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers  for  his  paper  on  the  "Combustion  Gas  Tur- 
bine," A  year  later  he  received  the  highest  award  obtainable  by  a  young  mechanical 
engineer,  the  Pi  Tau  Sigma  gold  medal  for  outstanding  achievement, 

Dr,  Rettaliata  was  born  in  Baltimore,  Maryland,  on  August  l8,  1911.  He  re- 
ceived both  his  Bachelor  of  Engineering  degree,  in  1932,  and  his  Doctor  of  Engin- 
eering degree,  in  1936,  from  Johns  Hopkins  Universityo 

In  1938,  he  married  Barbara  Herman,  resident  of  Baltimore  and  a  graduate  of 
Goucher  college,  whom  he  had  met  while  both  were  students.  Dr.  and  Mrs,  Rettaliata 
have  three  children,  Brian,  9j  Stephen,  Uj  and  Patricia,  1, 

As  a  graduate  student  at  Johns  Hopkins,  he  was  an  instructor  in  mathematics 
and  later  head  of  the  mathematics  department  and  engineering  instructor  at  the 
Baltimore  College  Center,  He  also  worked  in  the  U,S,  Department  of  Agriculture 
as  a  laboratory  technician,  testing  domestic  oil  burners  and  bottled  gas  equipment 
in  1935. 

His  hobby  is  woodworking,  and  he  has  a  basement  shop  in  his  home.  Another 
spare-time  activity  is  reading  detective  stories. 

Active  professionally,  he  is  past  chairman  of  the  gas  turbine  power  division

He  pointed  out  that  the  Institute's 
development  program  is  already  one-third  completed,  but  that   "there  is 
still  a  great  distance  to  go  physically."

"Industry,  education,  government,  in  fact  all  citizens  who

CHICAGO  —  Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata,  president  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology  and  affiliates,  appealed  to  the  better  motives 

of  mankind  in  the  use  of  the  atomic  bomb  and  other  technological 
advances  in  his  inaugural  address  today  at  the  Civic  Opera  House, 

Dr.  Rettaliata  asserted  that  social  and  moral  problems 
stemming  from  technological  innovations,  such  as  the  A-bomb,  are 
chiefly  within  the  realm  of  the  social  sciences.  He  added: 

"Anxiety  exists  because  science  has  suddenly  placed  enormous 
power  under  the  control  of  man.  The  potentiality  for  catastrophe 
is  tremendous.  .  , 

"But  man  has  always  had  the  responsibility  to  choose  between 
good  and  evil.  Reducing  the  potency  of  tlie  implement  does  not  remove 
the  need  for  a  proper  decision  in  its  use,  ,  , 

"Let  us  reflect  that  the  potentiality  for  benefit  also  exists, 
and  may  we  have  sufficient  faith  in  mankind  to  expect  the  power  of 
science  and  technology  to  be  so  utilized," 

James  D.  Cunningham,  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
Institute,  installed  Dr,  Rettaliata  as  president  of  Illinois  Tech, 
Armour  Research  Foundation,  and  the  Institute  of  Gas  Technology,

Other  inaugural  speakers  were  Detlev  Bronk,  president  of 
Johns  Hopkins  University  (Dr.  Rettaliata' s  alma  mater),  and  John 
C,  Warner,  president  of  Carnegie  Institute  of  Technology, 

Delegates  from  some  12$  institutions  of  higher  learning 
throughout  the  United  States,  including  17  college  and  -university 
presidents,  congratulated  Dr.  and  Mrs,  Rettaliata  at  a  reception 
in  the  mezzanine  lounge  at  the  Opera  House  following  the  installation. 

In  becoming  one  of  the  nation's  youngest  presidents  of  a 
major  technological  institution,  the  hO-year-old  educator  also  dis- 
cussed important  phases  of  today's  educational  problems. 

Dr.  Rettaliata  stated: 

—  private  schools  face  financial  problems  but  should  guard 
against  the  type  of  outside  support  that  may  destroy  academic  freedom,

CHICAGO — Science  must  speak  out  for  itself  because  scientific 
illiteracy  is  as  dangerous  as  any  other  form  of  illiteracy.  Dr. 
John  T,  Rettaliata,  new  president  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology, declared  tonight. 

Dr.  Rettaliata  addressed  guests  of  the  Institute  at  a 
dinner  in  the  Conrad  Hilton  hotel  which  marked  the  end  of  a  full 
day's  ceremonies  inaugurating  him  as  president  of  Illinois  Tech, 
Beardsley  Ruml,  noted  economist  and  educator,  also  spoke  at  the 
dinner, 

"Everywhere,"  Rettaliata  said,  "science  and  technology  are 
being  questioned.  Science  is  feared  and  man' s  future  doubted 
because  of  the  advances  of  science, 

"Perhaps  the  greatest  fear,"  he  continued,  "is  that  science 
has  given  man  a  greater  potential  for  evil  than  he  ever  has  had 
before. 

"This,  then,  is  a  time  when  science  must  speak  out  for 
itself.  We  have  an  obligation  to  help  resolve  the  doubts,  fears, 
and  misunderstandings  which  our  work  and  activities  have  occasioned, 

"Scientific  illiteracy  is  as  dangerous  in  the  great  body 

of  the  people  as  any  other  form  of  illiteracy.  Interpretation  to 

the  many  is  one  of  our  newer  tasks. n

Reviewing  the  credit  side  Of*  the  ledger,  the  educator 
showed  how  science  has  enabled  Ameidcans  to  reach  the  highest 
standard  of  living  enjoyed  by  any  people  any  time.  We  have 
learned  to  control  many  diseases,  he  said,  and  to  lighten  man's 
labor i 

The  gains  are  not  all  material,  he  said, 

"Many  social  gains  spring  from  science,  and  the  belief  that 
science  contributes  little  to  the  nonmaterial  advance  of 
civilization  is  the  heart  of  the  challenge  to  science;" 

He  pointed  out  that  science,  technology,  and  production 
arc  bringing  abundance  within  reach  of  all  for  the  first  time  in 
history, 

"It  has  always  seemed  to  me,  "  Dr;  Rettaliata  continued^ 

"that  socialism  consists  essentially  of  a  levelling  down  process; 

Science,  technology,  and  production  arc  showing  us  how  all  men 

may  be  levelled  up." 

Another  social  gain  which  he  attributed  to  science  is  the 
broadening  of  men's  minds,  ffi-gher  education  is  within  the  reach 
of  more  people,  and  science  has  made  all  parts  of  the  world  accessible 
to  all  other  parts. 

As  to  the  atomic  bomb.  Dr.  Rettaliata  believes  that  its 
discovery  may  not  be  as  bad  for  us  as  we  think;  First,  it  and 
other  technical  achievements  have  enabled  us  to  keep  Russia  at  bay. 

"Second",  he  said,  "the  bomb  has  vastly  widened  man's 
possible  choice  of  good  or  evil,  I  cannot  but  reach  the  con- 
clusion that  the  choice  of  evil  use  is  about  to  become  virtually 
impossible.  Science  is  compelling  all  men  to  think  in  terms  of 
ultimate  values  and  ultimate  ends."

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CHICAGO  —  Professional  educators  have  the  twin 
burden  of  giving  the  student  techrj.cal  competence  and  an 
understanding  of  the  social-political-economic  implications 
of  his  work,  Dr.  John  C.  Warner,  president  of  Carnegie  Insti- 
tute of  Technology,  said  here  today. 

Dr.  Warner,  speaking  at  the  installation  of  Dr.  John 
T.  Rettaliata  as  second  president  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  in  the  Civic  Opera  House,  said  the  head  of  an 
institution  of  higher  learning  has  four  duties: 

The  president  must  strive  toward  educational  leader- 
ship and  careful  business  management  of  his  institution  as 
well  as  maintaining  good  internal  and  external  public  relations. 

In  commenting  upon  the  selection  of  Dr.  Rettaliata 
as  president  of  Illinois  Tech,  Armour  Research  Foundation, 
and  the  Institute  of  Gas  Technology,  Dr.  Warner  declared: 

"Your  trustees  were  wise  to  select  a  young  and  vigorous 
man  because  the  successful  administration  of  a  modern  uni- 
versity— especially  a  private  university— in  a  complex  world

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with  inflationary  pressures  on  every  side,  will  tax  to  the 
limit  the  physical  as  well  as  mental  powers  of  the  president, 

"Someone  has  said — I  hope  facetiously-- that  a 
college  president  is  a  pillar  of  brass  by  day  and  a  cloud  of 
gas  by  night.  But  perhaps  he  is  driven  in  the  direction  of 
this  dictatorial  and  mentally  shallow  state  as  a  result  of 
the  frustrations  he  experiences  in  trying  to  live  up  to  the 
expectations  of  the  faculty,  the  student  body,  the  alumni, 
the  trustees,  and  the  various  publics  upon  which  he  must 
depend  for  support," 

Dr.  Warner  concluded  by  urging  financial  support  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  and  similar  institutions, 
adding : 

"In  America,  a  democracy  in  which  a  marvelous 
standard  of  living  has  been  provided  tlirough  science  and 
technology,  what  better  use  can  be  made  of  money  than  to 
support  the  liberal  technological  education  of  our  young 
men  and  women?" 

Dr.  Detlev  W,  Bronk,  president  of  Johns  Hopkins 
university,  also  addressed  the  convocation  audience.  Dr. 
Rettaliata's  installation  as  president  was  followed  by  his 
inaugural  address.

CHICAGO  --  Pressing  financial  problems  of  privately  supported 
educational  institutions  can  be  solved  within  a  few  years  if  those 
institutions  and  American  business  will  cooperate  with  each  other. 

That  is  the  opinion  of  Beardsley  Ruml,  noted  economist  and 
educator.  He  spoke  at  a  dinner  tonight  in  the  Conrad  Hilton  hotel 
honoring  Dr.  John  T,  Rettaliata,  new  president  of  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology,  and  Mrs,  Rettaliata. 

Dr.  Rettaliata  was  installed  as  president  of  Illinois  Tech 
earlier  today  at  an  inauguration  convocation  in  the  Civic  Opera  House. 

Ruml  reviewed  the  unhappy  situation  in  which  many  private 
colleges  and  universities  across  the  country  find  themselves— low  faculty 
salaries,  inadequate  facilities,  too  few  scholarships,  and  rising  costs. 
He  traced  many  of  their  difficulties  to  inefficient  operation,  and 
recommended  that  many  of  them  be  reorganized  to  follow  better  business 
organizational  practices. 

"As  any  business  nanager  knows,"  he  said,  "improvement  of  quality, 
higher  wage  rates,  and  unit  cost  reduction  are  not  inconsistent*  It  is 
the  goal  of  management,  whether  in  business  or  in  education,  to  find  the 
answers  which  will  bring  together  these  three  separate  objectives  into 
a  common  and  improved  pattern."

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Ruml  expressed  the  hope  that  Illinois  Tech  would  study  the  causes 
that  have  gradually  handicapped  the  older  generation  of  colleges^  It 
is  still  young  enough,  ha  said,  to  avoid  nany  economic  and  organiz£l,ir,nal 
pitfalls  if  it  but  makes  itself  aware  of  them. 

By  such  a  study,  Ruml  said,  Illinois  Tech  can  escape  the  stiffening 
joints  of  middle  age  and  remain  young  forever. 

In  Ruml's  opinion  a  large  part  of  neces-if.ry  financial  support 
for  education  can  come  from  business  to  tl.t  gree.!,  '--.dvantage  cf  both 
parties* 

"Scientific  and  technological  institutions  such  as  Illinois  Tech 
offer  an  immediate  benefit  in  return  for  support.  Their  research  and 
technical  education  programs  play  a  large  part  in  keeping  our  econon^r 
going,*  he  said. 

In  the  past,  Ruml  pointed  out,  business  contributions  to 
educational  institutions  have  been  a  g-eat  deal  less  than  the  five  per 
cent  of  net  corporate  income  before  taxes  exempted  from  taxation  by 
federal  law,. 

"Substantial  increases  in  net  corporate  earnings  and  tax  rates 
make  it  necessary  for  business  to  reappraise  its  policy,"  he  said; 

"Business  is  becoming  aware  of  the  direct  and  indirect  benefits 
to  be  gained  through  well  organized  philanthropic  programs,  TJie  question 
often  comes  up,"  he  said,  "as  to  whether  it  is  proper  for  business  to 
try  to  reduce  its  taxes  along  with  its  other  operating  expenses, 

"It  is  not  only  proper  but  is  the  duty  of  management  to 

minimize  by  all  lawful  means  the  tax  consequences  of  business  decisicns: 

It  is  a  duty  because  business  management  is  a  trustee  fcr  all  parties 

at  interest  in  the  health  and  growth  of  the  business — stockholders., 
workers,  vendors,  and  customers,"

We  're  happy  to  have  you  here  today  to  get  a  glimpse  *f  this 
program,  and  we  would  welcome  a  return  visit.  The  latchstring  is  out 
for  you. 

An  educator  addressing  an  audience  of  his  peers  has  two  choices. 
He  can  engage  in  academic  double  talk,  hnping  to  bewilder  his  fellov/s, 
or  he  can  speak  in  general  about  what  interests  him,  hoping  that  his 
sincerity  will  seep  through  any  possible  cliches,   I'd  rather  do  the 
latter* 

You  are  about  to  don  robes,  to  march  in  a  solemn  procession, 
and  to  hear  serious  words.  It's  a  pleasure  to  meet  y^u  here  infornally, 
unfrocked  as  it  were.  Sometimes  I  think  that  we  in  the  professions  of 
education  and  research  are  too  serious  about  techniques,  theories, 
protocol,  degrees,  and  such.  To  be  able  to  relax,  to  sit  back  and  look 
at  things,  whole,  helps  a  great  deal.  That  is  part  ef  a  president's 
job,  although  how  he's  to  find  time  to  do  it  is  a  real  mystery  to  me. 

Just  what  makes  a  college  president?  During  the  last  several 
months  I've  been  learning  some  of  the  ingredients,  and  I  can  definitely 
assure  you  that  it's  a  complicated  formula.  He  is  expected  to  be  a 
combination  oracle,  good-will  ambassador,  builder  of  laboratories  and 
classrooms,  wise  personnel  counselor,  pourer  of  oil  on  troubled  waters, 
guardian  of  the  academic  flame,  and  forceful  spokesman  for  higher 
education  in  general. 

A  cruder  description  would  be  that  he  be  a  voluble,  yet 
dignified  individual  with  one  hand  stretched  out,  i)alm  upward,  while 
the  other  hand  is  busy  administrating. 
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I  doubt  very  seriously  v^hether  any  college  president  has  ever 
had  all  these  talents  and  virtues  (including  ambidexterity),  but  many 
worthy  men  have  given  their  best  efforts  to  trying*   It  is  with  a  deep 
sense  of  humility  and  gratitude  for  the  opportunity  of  joining  that 
distinguished  company  that  I  speak  to  you  today. 

Successful  presidents  —  and  I'm  speaking  of  the  academic  type 
of  chief  executive  right  now  —  have  always  had  good,  dedicated  people 
to  work  V7ith  them. 

To  express  itere  thanks  for  the  heartening    assurances  of  future 
effort  nade  by  the  speakers  you  have  just  heard  would  be  to  understate 
the  case. 

It  will  be  their  interest,  their  ability,  and  their  work  that 
will  determine  the  future  sf  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 

I  have  confidence  in  the  future  of  the  Institute  because  I  have 
confidence  in  ^^ur  people  --  trustees,  alumni,  faculty  and  staff  members 
—  all  these  loyal  persona  working  for  the  same  goal. 

The  Institute  can  be  thought  of  as  a  group  of  ultra  modern 
(and  some  not  so  modern)  buildings  containing  facilities  for  education 
and  research.   It  can  also  be  regarded  as  an  outstanding  staff  of  scientists, 
engineers,  teachers,  and  administrative  personnel.  But,  it  can  also  be 
visualized  as  a  challenging  ideai  the  creation  of  a  center  of  technology 
against  physical  odds, 

We  at  Illinois  Tech  have  watched  with  satisfaction  the  partial 
accomplishment  of  a  new  center  of  education  and  research.  There  is 
still  a  great  distance  to  go  physically,  but  we've  already  come  about 
one-third  of  the  way.   I  know  the  institutions  that  some  of  you 
represent  share  nany  of  the  same  problems  we  face  here;  and  I  know,  too, 

-more- 
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that  they  share  many  of  the  same  visions  of  service. 

Our  neighbors  are  joining  our  effort  to  rejuvenate  Chicago's 
South  side.  Michael  Reese  hospital  has  undertaken  an  ambitious  program 
of  expansion.  The  New  York  Life  Insurance  Company  has  begun  a  large 
housing  project,  and  the  Chicago  Housing  A.uthority  has  already  completed 
a  large  low-cost  housing  project  and  plans  a  second  in  the  area. 

But  the  real  mission  of  an  educational  institution  is  to  educate. 
A  better  plant  will  help  ua  turn  out  a  better  product,  nf  course,  but 
science  begins  with  the  student.   Illinois  Tech  strives  to  educate  its 
students  for  professional  and  civic  responsibility. 

Located  as  we  are  in  a  highly  industrialized  area,  our  program 
reflect  the  requirements  of  the  people  and  industry  in  the  community. 
Further  services  to  industry  and  government  are  rendered  by  our  Armour 
Research  Foundation,  our  Institute  of  Gas  Technology,  and  our  Institute 
far  Psychological  Services. 

%■  sincere  thanks  once  again  tJ  you  previous  speakers  for  your 
kind  expressions  of  support.   I  understand  that  honeymoons  for  presidents, 
too,  are  limitedj  but  that  marriage  risks  are  rather  go^d  if  there  are 
mutual  interests. 

What  interests  me  most  is  the  welfare  of  this  institution  in 
particular  and  others  like  it.   There  is  a  genuine  need  and  place  for 
privately  supported  institutions  of  higher  learning,  and  we  must  find 
ways  to  keep  such  institutions  healthy  and  growing. 

I'm  not  making  a  case  for  either  private  support  or  tax  support 

as  such,  but  progress  in  education  rests  to  an  important  degree  upon 
whether  privately  supported  schools  are  kept  vigorous  and  strong. 
Industry,  education,  goverrjnent ,  in  fact  all  citizens  who  recognize  the 
value  of  learning,  have  a  stake  in  this.   I  appreciate  this  chance  to 
add  my  voice  to  the  advocacy  of  this  view. 
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Note  to  Editors ; 

Following  is  the  text  of  the  inaugural  address  to  be  made  Thursday- 
afternoon,  May  22,  1952,  at  the  Civic  Opera  House,  by  Dr.  John  T,  Rettaliata, 
on  the  occasion  of  his  inauguration  as  president  of  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology. 


The  inaugural  ceremony  in  academic  institutions  is  an  event  v/hich 
has  occurred  innumerable  times.  While  the  details  associated  with  each  occasion 
may  vary,  the  fundamental  theme  of  entrusting  a  legacy  is  ever  present.  The 
responsibilities  entailed  in  such  a  trust  are  of  great  magnitude  and  the  re- 
cipient should  recognize  the  obligations  which  he  assumes.  I'any  able  men  and 
women  have  dedicated  themselves  to  the  welfare  of  our  institution.  Such  a 
valuable  heritage  must  be  nurtured  with  great  care  lest  it  coaso  flourishing. 
Not  that  it  is  a  delicate  thing,  for  academic  establishments  have  demonstrated 
a  hardiness  possessed  by  few  other  organizations.  But  mere  existence  is  not 
sufficient;  the  continuation  of  a  quality  program  must  ever  be  our  goal. 

The  realization  of  this  objective  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult 
in  private  education.  The  difficulty  stems  from  no  subtle  source.  Rather  it 
is  duo  to  the  need  for  increased  financial  support,  an  obvious  cause  for  concern 
in  many  endeavors.  Now  is  the  time  for  another  "million  dollar  sermon"  similar 
to  that  preached  by  Dr.  Frank  W,  Gunsaulus,  the  first  president  of  the  Armour 
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Institute  of  Teohnology,  one  Of  the  tvrO  predecessor  institui;iOns  of  the 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 

In  1887  The  Reverend  Dr.  Gunsaulus  acquired  the  pulpit  of  the  Plymouth 
Congregational  Church  in  Chicago,  a  few  blocks  removed  from  our  present  campus. 
One  Sunday  he  delivered  his  famous  sermon,  "If  I  Had  A  Million  Dollars,"  He 
told  how  he  would  create  a  fine  technological  institution  to  educate  men  whose 
skills  were  sorely  needed  in  the  world  of  that  day.  Philip  Danforth  Armour, 
one  of  the  pioneers  of  Chicago  industry,  was  in  the  congregation.  He  was 
inspired  by  the  sermon.  He  made  a  bargain  with  Gunsaulus,  He  agreed  to  furnish 
the  million  dollars  if  the  minister  would  devote  five  years  of  his  life  to 
operating  the  institution.  The  pact  was  sealed  and  the  Armour  Institute  of 
Technology  was  founded  in  1892. 

In  several  respects  Dr.  Gunsaulus  and  I  have  some  common  points  of 
similarity,  'Te  both  lived  in  Baltimore  and  both  were  associated  with  Johns 
Hopkins  University;  he  as  a  lecturer  and  I  as  a  student.  There  the  similarity 
ceases.   It  does  not  extend  to  his  remunerative  powers  of  oratory  which  I 
could  put  to  good  use  in  this  period  of  critical  budgets. 

In  his  dedication  address  Dr.  Gunsaulus  said:  "The  objects  of 
Armour  Institute  are  more  to  show  how  to  make  life  worth  living,  than  how  to 
make  a  living;  how  to  make  life  triumphant."  After  60  years  those  words  still 
apply  to  the  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  formed  by  a  consolidation  of 
Armour  and  Lewis  Institute  in  1940,  the  latter  institution  being  founded  in 
1896  through  funds  provided  by  the  estate  of  Allen  C.  Lewis,  The  influence  of 
Lewis  Institute  on  Illinois  Tech  has  been  appreciable,  and  much  of  the  strength 
of  our  sound  liberal  studies  program  is  attributable  to  that  source. 
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II 

While  the  private  educational  institution  must  obtain  additional 
support  if  it  is  to  survive,  it  must  not  base  its  plea  merely  on  the  existence 
of  need.   It  must  merit  such  support  by  performing  a  useful  service  to  students, 
to  the  community  and  to  society.   It  must  ever  be  cautious  and  guard  against 
accepting  any  typo  of  support  which  might  interfere  with  its  freedom  in  per- 
forming such  service.  The  strength  of  the  independent  institution  lies 
primarily  in  its  freedom.  It  is  one  of  its  most  valuable  possessions.  Any 
restrictions  imposed  on  it  would  place  in  jeopardy  a  principal  reason  for  the 
existence  of  this  type  of  institution. 

The  student  must  bo  given  the  opportunity  to  learn  the  total  truth 
about  any  subject.  This  can  only  be  done  vrhen  teaching  is  unbiased  and  not 
slanted  toward  any  particular  interests.  No  restrictions  of  any  kind  should  be 
tolerated  which  might  impair  this  condition.  To  accomplish  effective  teaching 
academic  freedom  is  a  necessity.  It  is  also  a  privilege  and,  like  all  privileges, 
its  retention  imposes  a  heavy  responsibility  on  those  who  exercieo  it.   If  it 
is  abused  it  will  be  lost.  It  is  not  a  permanent  possession  unless  used 
properly.  Faculty  members  should  expect  this  freedom  only  when  operating  in 
their  respective  areas  of  competence.  Outside  of  such  areas  the  instructor  is 
a  layman  and  he  should  conduct  himself  accordingly. 

Academic  freedom  does  not  mean  academic  immunity;  nor  is  it  a 
sanctuary  for  the  irresponsible.  The  instructor  is  also  expected  to  be  a  ;;;ood 
citizen  and  in  that  capacity  abide  by  any  regulations  applicable.  Public 
opinion  will  hold  individuals  of  a  faculty  accountable  for  their  statements  and 
actions.  Evidence  of  misuse  of  the  privilege  of  freedom  will  lead  to  the 
ultimate  application  of  censorship.   It  is  gratifying  to  obseinre  that  our 
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faculty  has  oonducted  itself  properly  in  this  regard* 

It  must  be  remombored  that  aoademio  institutions  should  always  bo 
engaged  in  rosearoh  leading  to  discovery.  Thoy  are  the  world's  basic  source 
of  new  knowledge.  The  pioneer,  in  expounding  new  theories  which  may  not  agree 
with  those  held  by  the  majority,  runs  the  risk  of  boin^  unpopular.  As  long  as 
he  is  seeking  after  the  truth,  however,  he  should  not  be  labeled  a  firebrand 
because  of  his  fortitude.  History  cites  numerous  examples  of  persecution  of 
those  whoso  advanced  thinking  has  been  at  variance  with  the  views  of  others. 
In  many  oases,  although  too  late  for  rectification,  the  passage  of  time  has 
demonstrated  the  accuracy  of  their  powers  of  vision.  Let  those  who  would 
criticize  first  give  evidence  of  their  qualifications  to  sit  in  judgment.  Let 
them  make  sure  that  they  are  also  operating  within  their  particular  areas  of 
oompotanoe. 

Ill 

Yfhen  a  neiv  president  takes  office  there  is  probably  a  natural 
anticipation  that  changes  in  programs  and  policies  may  occur.  Certainly  he 
has  the  opportunity  to  analyze  the  objectives  of  the  institution  and  to  form 
an  opinion  as  to  their  merit.  He  must  be  impartial  in  such  an  evaluation  end 
interpret  correctly  the  basic  aims  of  each  endeavor.  Because  of  my  engineering 
background  there  may  be  some  in  other  fields  who  are  apprehensive  for  fear  that 
their  particular  activity  will  not  receive  the  proper  degree  of  appreciation. 
Lot  me  allay  such  fears  if  they  exist.  There  vrill   be  no  requirement  that  the 
entire  faculty  must  use  slide  rules. 

The  objectives  of  the  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  have  always 
been  well  defined  and  I  see  no  reason  for  any  basic  changes.  As  a  technol- 
ogical institution  located  in  the  midst  of  one  of  the  greatest  industrial 
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regions  in  the  world  it  is  natural  that  our  aims  should  embrace  the  require- 
ments of  industry  along  with  those  of  the  people  of  such  a  community.  The 
program  of  education  and  research  that  wo  offer  is  intended  to  fulfill  such 
needs.   It  will  only  do  so,  however,  just  so  long  as  it  is  mnintainod  at  a 
uniformly  high  quality.   It  is  the  duty  of  all  of  us,  faculty  and  administra- 
tion alike,  to  accomplish  this  end. 

Education  is  a  dynamic  process  and  progress  requires  a  constant 
evaluation  of  our  efforts.  We  must  guard  against  the  danger  of  complacency; 
of  being  content  with  programs  and  curricula  that  in  some  oases  may  have  had 
little  honest  appraisal  for  many  years.  The  inertia  of  habit  is  a  consoling 
force,  but  only  curricula  under  continual  study  ore  conducive  to  the  develop- 
ment of  students  for  professional  and  civic  responsibility. 

Engineering  curricula  have  oxperionocd  only  relatively  minor  modifi- 
cations in  the  last  several  decades.  There  has  been  a  trend  toward  more 
fundamental  and  loss  applied  courses,  with  further  intensification  of  general 
education  in  the  program.   In  viow  of  the  many  new  technical  developments  that 
have  occurred  in  this  period,  however,  an  impartial  analysis  may  not  reveal 
that  corresponding  progress  has  been  evident  in  engineering  education. 

Notwithstanding  some  notable  exceptions,  in  general,  academic 
institutions  are  rather  conservative,  particularly  with  regard  to  curriculum 
revision.  The  lack  of  experimentation  in  this  respect  is  routinely  observable, 
Host  programs  are  too  rigidly  prescribed  to  permit  an  expression  of  creative- 
ness  on  the  part  of  the  student,  lihilo  instances  of  unfortunate  results  may 
undoubtedly  occur,  it  would  appear  that  a  bolder  approach  would  have  the 
opportunity  of  yielding  ultimate  improvement.  Continual  self-examination  can 
prevent  apparent  oonsoirvatism  from  developing  into  lack  of  initiative. 
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In  most  cases  the  extent  of  the  engineering  program  has  remained 
unchanged  over  many  years,  while  other  professions  have  found  it  necessary  to 
expand  the  period  of  formal  education.   If  engineering  wishes  to  retain  and 
enhance  its  status  as  a  profession,  the  preparatory  period  must  keep  abreast 
of  technological  advances.  The  bachelor's  degree  has  uniformly  boon  considered 
as  the  badge  of  entrance  into  the  profession,  but  at  some  point  the  require- 
ments must  be  raised  if  the  newcomer  is  to  make  a  contribution  in  a  field 
becoming  increasingly  complex.  The  curriculum  has  undergone  occasional  adjust- 
ments within  a  framework  that  has  remained  fixed  for  many  years.  Possibly  an 
extension  of  dimensions  is  in  order. 

Has  the  engineering  profession,  like  the  sciences,  now  reached  the 
state  where  a  graduate  degree  represents  the  proper  minimum  preparation?  It 
would  appear  that  the  time  for  consideration  of  this  is  at  hand  if  the  student 
is  to  possess  the  proper  background  in  the  fundamental  areas,  and  also  acquire 
to  some  degree  the  specialization  needed  to  advance  the  practice  of  engineering. 
This  is  not  a  matter  of  concern  only  to  educational  institutions.  The  eng- 
ineering profession  itself  must  take  a  loading  part. 

lY 

One  role  of  institutions  such  as  ours  is  to  defend  technology  when 
it  is  challenged.   It  is  being  challenged  today.  There  are  those  who  would 
declare  that  technology  had  progressed  too  rapidly  and  has  created  untenabla 
situations  because,  relatively,  our  other  talents  have  not  developed  sufficiently 
to  cope  with  them.  The  example  usually  cited  is  the  atomic  bomb,  which  scionoo 
and  technology  thrust  upon  a  world  not  adequately  equipped  to  handle  the  social 
and  moral  problems  it  created. 
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In  vio"ir  of  the  present  situation  of  global  strained  relations  our 
national  security  ivould  bo  impotent  except  for  our  scientific  and  technological 
advances,  ^.Vo  must  maintain  this  superiority  if  wo  are  to  survive  as  a  nation 
of  free  people.  It  is  our  duty  then  to  interpret  the  function  of  science  and 
technology  to  those  who  would  doubt  their  potentiality  for  constructive  appli- 
cation. Numerous  examples  attest  to  the  fact  that  science  and  technology 
contribute  greatly  to  our  spiritual  and  physical  well-being,  as  well  as  to  our 
security, 

A  gap  is  said  to  exist  betwoon  our  technological  advances  and  those 
in  the  social  sciences.  Admittedly,  emphasis  should  be  put  on  intensified 
dovolopmont  of  the  social  and  humanistic  areas.  As  a  nation  we  must  become 
more  adopt  at  handling  the  social  problems  that  confront  us.  The  gap  betvroon 
our  rospootivo  aooomplishmcnts- in  social "and  tcohnological  fields 
should  be  reduced  by  accentuating  our  efforts  in  the  social  sciences,  and  not  by 
diminishing  our  aohiovemonts  along  scientific  lines.. 

"'(o   are  surrounded  by  a  world  stooped  in  tension  and  conflict.  Just 
a  few  years  after  fighting  a  second  world  vrar  ^■rith   the  noble  hope  of  bringing 
peaoG  to  the  universe,  we  find  ourselves  again  engaged  in  a  military  prepared- 
ness program  as  a  means  of  assuring  our  national  security.  The  fear  that  the 
cycle  is  repeating  itself  is  uppermost  in  the  minds  of  many.  There  is  no  greater 
deterrent  to  aggressor  nations  than  our  scientific  and  technological  triumphs. 
Since  vro  will  never  be  able  to  match  the  enemy  man  for  man  on  the  battlefield 
we  must  continue  to  rely  on  this  kind  of  superiority  until  a  universally 
accepted  peace  program  is  worked  out. 
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Thus  wo  may  infer  that  any  amity,  however  limited,  that  exists 
botwocn  nations  today  results  primarily  from  soionco  and  technology. 
Presumably,  then,  these  endeavors  have  much  capability  for  contributing  to 
the  ultimate  realization  of  world  poace.  Let  us  hope  that  this  situation  does 
not  deteriorate,  but  rather  that  science  and  technology  can  hold  the  line 
until  a  global  appreciation    of  the  supremacy  of  spiritual  and  moral  values 
assures  us  of  a  permanent  condition  of  world  harmony. 

Anxiety  exists  because  science  has  suddenly  placed -enormous  power 
under  the  control  of  men.  The  potentiality  for  catastrophe  is  tremendous. 
But  man  has  always  had  the  responsibility  to  choose  between  good  and  evil. 
Reducing  the  potency  of  the  implement  does  not  remove  the  need  for  a  proper 
decision  in  its  use.  Let  us  reflect  that  the  potentiality  for  benefit  also 
exists,  and  may  we  have  sufficient  faith  in  manl^ind  to  expect  the  power  of 
science  and  technology  to  be  so  utilized. 

Indeed  our  experience  would  lead  us  to  believe  that  that  has  been 
the  predominant  use.  The  lifetim.e  of  each  of  us  has  been  extended  by  the  pro- 
gress of  medical  science,  Me   enjoy  increased  comforts  and  a  more  satisfactory 
daily  existence  because  technology  has  improved  our  standard  of  living.  And, 
making  no  distinction  between  classes,  it  has  done  it  for  rich  and  poor  alike. 
It  is  a  mighty  force  in  removing  social  inequality.   It  is  doing  its  part  in 
achieving  the  lofty  objectives  that  we  are  seeking.  Surely  these,  and  many  more, 
are  examples  of  the  proper  use  of  the  power  that  some  men  would  have  us  curtail. 

Our  country  is  engaged  in  a  foreign  aid  program  with  a  basic  purpose 
of  enhancing  the  economy  and  standard  of  living  of  loss  fortunate  people  in 
other  lands. 
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It  is  not  an  attempt  to  inflict  our  way  of  life  on  our  neighbors  across  the 
sea.  Rather  it  is  a  hope  that,  by  sharing  some  of  the  advantages  whioh  we 
have  in  abundance,  a  closer  approach  will  be  made  to  that  resolution  of  ideol- 
ogical conflicts  for  which  we  are  striving.   It  is  a  noble  purpose  whose 
attainment  will  have  a  better  chance  of  realization  through  science  and  tech- 
nology. 

So  we  see  that  material  things  can  be  used  to  serve  exalted  aims. 
As  long  as  we  retain  a  sense  of  values  the  danger  of  our  adopting  a  materialistic 
viewpoint  is  negligible,  W  ith  vigilance  the  means  and  the  end  are  readily 
distinguishable,  T/e  should  use  every  good  means  at  our  disposal  to  achieve  the 
better  world  for  which  we  are  searching.  Science  and  technology  represent  such 
a  means. 

The  engineer  and  the  scientist  cannot  escape  the  responsibility  for 
the  results  of  their  creativeness*  No  longer  can  they  confine  their  thinking 
within  laboratory  walls.  The  boundaries  of  influence  have  been  extended 
immeasurably.  Like  a  few  other  people  their  mission  is  to  contribute  not  only 
in  their  chosen  fields,  but  also  weigh  the  consequences  of  such  efforts  and 
recognize  the  magnitude  of  problems  emerging  therefrom.  They  must  be  of  great 
stature  so  that  an  improved  world  situation  may  eventuate  from  their  domination 
of  destiny. 

In  the  years  ahead  the  private  educational  institution  will  face  many 
obstacles  in  its  struggle  for  existence.  It  cannot  rest  on  any  past  laurels. 
It  must  justify  such  existence  by  continuous  productivity  in  the  form  of  better 
educated  students,  fundamental  ideas  and  discoveries  that  advance  our  frontiers 
of  knowledge,  and  scientific  developments  which  improve  our  way  of  life. 
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It  must  be  a  citizen  of  the  world   of  reality  by  participating   in  the   solution 
of  the  problems  that  confront  us.      Each  in  his  ovm  way,   and  within  the 
capabilities  of  his  particular  talents,  must  join  in  halting  the  torrents   of 
mistrust,    insecurity  and  hostility  that  are  aggravating  an  already  tense 
world  situation.     We   in  science   and  technology  feel  that  we  can  contribute 
tovrard  the   improvement   of  this  condition.     Vfe  hope  that  wo  will  be  permitted 
to  do   so   in  the  most  effective  manner  possible.

As  we   gather  here     tonight,   I  can   think  of  nothing  of  greater 
immediate   concern  to  every   one   of  us  than  the  -veH-boing, 
happiness  and   security  of  the  United   States. 

Upon  the  preservation  and  advancement   of  these  things  not   only 
our  ovm  hope  but  much  of  the  hope   of  the  n^orld  depends. 

In  well-being,    in  happiness  and   in  security,    science  and 
tochndlogy  play  a   vital  part. 

Yet   science  and  technology  are  being  questioned  in  the  vj-orld 
today. 

Science    is  feared,     Man's  future   is     doubted.     Among  large 
numbers,   science  and   its  effects  are  profoundly  misunder- 
stood.     Scientific    illiteracy  is  as  dangerous   in  the   great  body  of 
the  people  as  economic  or  any  other  form  of  illiteracy. 

The   Duty  of  Intcrprotat ion 

That    is  why,  at   this   inaugural  dinner,    it   seems  appropriate,   and   something 
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of  a   duty,   as  an  engineer,   to   justify  my  oim  faith  in  technology 
and  to  egress  to  you  my  hopes   for   its  future. 

For  this   is  a  time  when,  '?ith  the  deepening   impact   of   science 
everyvj'here   about   us,  we  must   speak  out. 

\'to  who  work  at  the  Institute  are  technology's  advocates.  The  Institute 
itself  is  one  of  scienaJs  custodians.  We  have  an  obligation  to  help  re- 
solve the  doubts,   fears  and  misunderstandings  which  our  work  and  activities 

have   occasioned. 

I'Vhat  are  those  fears? 

Perhaps  the   greatest    is  that    science   and  the    limitless   power  suddenly 

pressed    into  man's  hands  have   given  man   a   great   potential  for  evil. 

But   even  before  the    shadovr  of  the   atomic  bomb   darkened   civilisation's   sky, 
science  has  borne   the   accusation  of   seriously  upsetting   society. 

It  has,    it    is   said,   put  things   in  peiilais    imbalance.      It  has   given  men  a 
terrible  loiorrledge   -  without  a  corresponding  ability  to  use  that  knowledge 
wisely  and  well. 

And  — if  the  bomb  doesn't    got  us,  the   scientific   gadgets  will. 

Thus,  either  way  we  are   offered   little  hope   —  annihilation  from  without, 
or  a  push-button  race   of  automatons  created  by  science  from  v/ithin, 

Ansvfors  ?'ust   3e  Made 

Y'fe   can   no   longer   ignore   such  charges.      Science   is   our  prime  business.     Too 

much  is  at    stake   in  its   continuing  progress  for  us  to   remain  silent. 

Interpretation  to  the  manv  is  therefore   one  of  our  newer  tasks. 
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Tonight,  therefore,    I  shall  endeavor  as  best  I  can,  to  appear   in 
the  unnacustomed  but  necessary  role  of   interpreter. 

YJhat,  briefly,    is  the  credit  side  of  Science's    ledger?     It   is  a 
side  that  can  bear  retelling,   in  times    such  as  these. 

I  xvould  begin,  then,  by  stating  that    science  i;nd  tochnology  have  enabled 
this  nation  of  more  than   150,000,000  people   to   reach  the  highest 
standard   of  living  ever  attained  by  man  on  earth,   anyivhcre,   anytime.. 

Our  productivity,   founded   on   science   and   tochnology,    is   enabling 
American  industry  to  turn  out  annually  more  than  half  the  yearly 
total  :vorld   production.      Ant    it   is   produced  by  but    T,'^  of  tho 
world's   population. 


Science   is  Adding;  Years  to  Life 


Because   of  science,   most   of  man's  bodily  ills   are   no^flr  under  control. 

For  those   of  us    in  this  room  tonight,    for  the  people   of  this  city, 
state  and  nation,   science  has,   on  the  average,   added   20  additional  years 
of  life,   compared  to  the    life  expectancy  of  but  two  decades   ago. 

Without  soionce,   pestilence  and   disease  would   stalk  tho  earth. 
Without  tochnology,  communication  would  be  a  matter  of  mounted 
couriers  and  boacoi  lights   on  hills.     Women  would  be  condemned  to 
drudgery   in  the  homo.     Farming  would  be   a  form  of  serfdom,    in- 
stead of  the  high  professional  occupation  to  which  scionco  and 
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feard   unrolenting  physical  toil  vrauld   undoubtedly  be  tho    lot   of  .most   of 
us  gathered   hore  this  evening  --  and  yield  us  a  bleak   living  at  best. 

Soienoc  and   Social    Gains 

Even  as   I   recall  these  things  to  you,   I  can   hear  the  critical  voices 
say:   "Ah,  yos,  but   you  are   simply  pointing  out   the   stream  of 
material  benefits  that  have  flowed  from  the   cornucopia  of  science , 
Isn't  tho  greatest  need  now  to  mrike  human  rather  than  physical 
discoveries;     to  make   social  rather  than  motorial  gains? 

Herein  lies  the  heart  of  the  challenge  to  science,  the  belief  that 
soienoc  and  technology  fundanontally  contribute  little  to  the  non- 
material  advance  of  civilization. 

It    is  my  conviction  that   soienoc  and  technology  are  having  profound 
and  bt.neficiol  effects   upon   our   social   order.      It   is  my  belief  that 
soienoc   is  providing  us  with  the  means  to  attain  many  of  tho  age-old 
goals  of  tho    idealists,  and  that   it   is  laying  the   foundation  upon 
■v-hioh  wc   can   ultimately  build  the  moral  and   spiritual   order  tkit 
the  heart   and  soul  of  man  have  always  cravod. 

Tho  Valno  Contributions   of  ocionco 

YJhat,  then,   are   some  of  tho  contributions  of  science   in  the  value 

areas  of   life?     It    is  my  pleasure  to  point  out  just  a  few  to  you. 

Social    inequality  has   marked   tho   pages  of  all   human  history. 
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Struggle  botwoon  the   haves   and   havo-nots  has   scarred   all  ages. 

Today,   scienoo,  technology  and  production  are  bringing  abundance 
for  all  vrithin  reach  of  attainment — for  the  first   time   in  history. 
By  bringing  the   creature   comforts  and  tho  good  things   of  life  to 
the  great  bulk  of  the  population,  they  have  done  more  to  reduce  tho 
festers  of  class  hato  and   of  class  envy  and  to  obliterate  class 
distinctions,   than  all  tho   labors  of  tho  world's  Utopian  cjid 
socialist  dreamers* 

It  has  alvrays   soomod  to  rac  that   socialism  consists  essentially  of 
a   lovelling  down  process.      Science,  technology  and  production 
are   showing  us  how  all  men  may  bo   Icvo  Hod  up. 

A  IJovr  Economic   Order 

Scionoc  and  technology  arc   rapidly  creating  a  new  economic  order 

in  America,  with  profound   social  conscquencosi 

The  productivity  of  the  machine   is  making  possible  an   increasing 

equity  in  the  distribution  of  profits,     3y  augment  in 3  the   saving 

and   in\'esting  power  of  the  mass   of  the   population,   ovmorship   in 

America   is  being  widely  distributed,      J'orc  than  15,000,000  men  and  womon 

arc   noviT  shareholders    in  American  industry.     The  fundamental  forces 

of  science  and  technology  arc  thus  creating  something  of  revolutionary 

oonsoqucnccs  for  the   future:     popular  capitalism. 

Improving  I'en's  Finds 

Constantly  rising  standards  of  living  have  other  far-reaching  effects. 

They  are  bringing  higher  education  within  tho   reach  of  all  who   seek  it. 
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Scionco  has   ^ivon  nobility  to  all  men.     Except   for  migrations, 
most  of  mankind  has  always  been  condoranod  to   live  out    life  Y/ithin 
tho  narrow  confines  of  some    small  corner  of  the  globe. 

Today,   every  part  of  the  world  is  v/ithin  easy  access.      Science  and 
technology  have   given  even  tho  humblest  of  us  freedom  of  movement. 
By  heightening  the  contacts  bot^Tocn  men,  by  enlarging  their 
experience,  men's  minds  and   spirits  arc    inevitably  broadened.     And 
£in other  child  of   sci3nce--the  electronic  calculator,    is  freeing 
men's  minds   from  the  mental  drudgery  involved   in  many  vital  tasks, 

Sioonce  and  Art 

Science   is  ^vidcning  our  rrtistic  expression — and    it   is   increcsing 
artistic  appreciation.     The  thousand  and  one   objects  of  daily  living 
>Thich  surround  us  today  arc  adorned   in  a  measure  undreamed  of  a  few 
years  ago*     Ilr.ss   production  has     fostered  a  new  I:ind   of  creativcness 
in  the  world,  and   is  bringing  art  v;here    I  think  it  belongs  best  — 
In  tho   surroundings,   the  articles,  the  offices,  homes,  and  tho 
■workshops  of  all  of  us. 

Science  has  brought   increasing  leisure  to  mankind  and  given  men  m.oro 
time  for  creative  pursuits,   as  vrall  as   it  has  more  time  for  amusement. 

Our  Dynamic  Society 

Great  civilizations   in  the  past  have   risen,   only  to   stagnate, 
Sci:nce  makes   stagnation  of  our  society  virtual  ly  impossible.     For 
science,  reaoarch  and  the   strean  of  discoveries  that  flow  from 
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thorn,  arc  the  nation's  groat  onorgizing  forco. 

Perhaps  msxny  of  you  hare  can   recall,  a  few  yoars  ago,  that  wo  woro 
widely  regarded   as   a  maturing   society.     Many  were  even  willing  to 
v;rito  off  America  as  unfinished  business.     Now  sicenoc  and 
tochnology  present  boundless  frontiers  to  us,     Vfe  are  tho  most 
dynamic   society  in  the  world,     '.''o   shall  continue  to  be   so,   I  am 
confident,  through  tho   constant   advance    of   science   and   technology. 

The  Pursuit  of  Happiness 

Han's   individual  happiness  consists,   of  course,   of  a  host  of 
indefinable  things,        I  will  not   yot  claim  that   science  and 
technology  arc   an   influential  factor  in  love   and  romance  I 

But  high,  certainly,  among  tho  influences  that  wc  can  identify  as 
contributing  to  the  personal  happiness  of  each  of  us  is  happiness 
in  our  v/ork  and  chosen  occupation. 

One   of  the   great   social  results  which   science   is  offering  us   is 
through  the  creation  of  new  and    intcrjsting  jobs.     The  vast  choices 
of  work  opened  today  through  our  scientific   and  technologiod 
discoveries    is   indicated   in  the    listing  of  more  than  30,000  different 
occupations   in  the   "Dictionary  of  Occupations".      Scionoc    is  thus 
ej.   iminating  the  groat   problem  of  the   square  peg  in  the   round  hole. 

Tho    Greatest   of  These    is  Charity 

Generosity  characterizes  this  nation  as  no   other. 

Productivity  through  science  and  tochnology  have  given  us  the  means 

to  bo   generous. 
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We  are   sharing  the  fruits  of  our  ontcrprisc  with  peoples  across  tho 
seas,   and     are   helping   save  the    lives   of  whole   nations. 

Here  at   home,    individuals  und  corporations,   out   of  the  abbundancc 
made  possible  by  scionoo  and  toohnologyi   gave  away  to   philanthropic 
causes    something  estimated   at  well   in  excess   of   ^4,000,000,000  Jast 
ycari     Thus,   abundance  makes   for  goodness  of  the   heart,  as  well  aS 
for  material  woll-boing. 

These  are  but  a  few  of  the  oxamplos   I  could  point   out  of  tho 
extraordinary  and  diverse  ways   in  which  we  are  making  material 
things   serve   higher  ends,     '..'e   shall,    I  am  suro,    continue   to   do   so 
as   science  and   technology  ever   enlarge   our  powers   of  creation, 

Tho  Ultimate  Problem

Despite  our  use  of  the  fruits  of  science  and  technology  for  social 
progress,  and  for  tho  improvomont  of  the  quality  of  life,  there 
still  remains  unresolved  the  ultimate  problem  with  which  sciunce 
has  presented  us:  the  atomic  bomb. 

It  is  idle  to  wish  that  discovery  postponed  for  future  and  more 
mature  generations  to  handle.   It  has  been  made.   It  is  hero.   It 
is  inescapable.  And  it  may  not  be  as  bad  as  wo  think  it  isl 

It  is  possible  now,  I  think,  to  regard  the  bomb  and  the  use  of 
atomic  power  in  a  far  more  hopeful  light  than  when  that  instrument 
first  came  to  fruition  on  that  fateful  day  of  July  16,  1945,  and  tho 
subsequent  discovery  that  Russia  also  had  the  bomb, 

I  SCO  these  grounds  for  hope. 


itoi:: 
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First,   Soiontifio  and  toohnological  superiority  have  enabled  us   in  tho 
ensuing  years  to  hold  suooossfully  at  bay  the  mGnacc  to  our  social 
system  of  Russia's  competing  order.      I  am  confidont  that  by  maintaining 
that  superiority  vro  can  oontlnuo  permanently  to  quarantine  that   force  of 
evil. 

Secondly,  if  the  atomic  bomb  suddenly  and  vastly  widened  man's  possible 
ohoioo  of  good  or  ovil,  further  advances  in  atomic  knowledge,  and  other 
discoveries  that   arc   imminent,   are  vj'idcning  it  even  more. 

They  are  vxidening   it    so  greatly  and  rapidly  that   I  cannot  but  reach  the 
conclusion  that  the  choice  of  evil  use   is  about  to  become  virtually 
impossible. 

Even  behind  tho   Iron  Curtain  that  impossibility  is  becoming   increasingly 

evident • 

Science  has  thus  been  steadily  moving  considerations  of  good  and   ovil 
to  a  top  placo   in  the  thoughts  of  mon  ovoryvrhore  on  the   globe.      Soionce' 
is  compelling  all  mon  to  think  in  terms  of  ultimate  valuos  and   ultimate 
ends.     And,  to  a  degree  perhaps  never  attained  before,    scioncj   is  making 
mon  think  in  terms  of  tho  vriiolc   of  mankind, 

A  Hastening  Forco 

Thus,    I  see   science  and   its  advance  turning  out  to  bo,   not  the   spectre   it 
may  temporarily  soem  to  be,  but  a  force  that   is  hastening  tho  process   of 
man's  morel  and  spiritual  devolopmont. 

I  am  thoreforo  far  more   optimistic  this  evening  than  a  few  short  years 
Qgo  —  far  more  aware  of  tho  ultimate  force  for  good  residing   in  soienco 
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and  technology,   and   in  tho  part  which  institutions   such  as  ours  can  and 
do  play  in  its   further  advanoomcnt  and   in   its  bcnofioent   applications. 

Illinois   Institute 


If  scionco  has   progrossod  rapidly  those  part  few  years,   so  too  has  the 
institution  which  I  am  now  dooply  honored  to  head. 

Cort'ainly  if  you   look  about    Illinois   Institute  of  Technology  today  you 
will   sec  evorywhero  the  evidence  of  our  progress — in  our  striking  new 
buildings,   our   greatly  extended   campus,    in  vast   amounts   of  no\v  equipment, 
in  tho   splendid   corps   of  men  v;ho   constitute   our   faculty,    in  vital   now 
services,   and   in  a  now,  quickening  spirit   pervading  all. 

A  NoviT  Course  Charted 

Wo  have  been  sot   on  a   course  that    is   rapidly  creating  here   in  tho   midi'/est 
what   the  midwest  has  always  needed— a  groat  technological   institute  of 
its  own. 

Wo  have  embarked  upon  the   creation  not   only  of  a   great    institution  but 
in  many  respects   a  unique  one. 

In  a   few  short   years  wo   have   forged   an  intimate   relationship  with  business 
and   industry. 

Y'lc  have  demonstrated  how  mutually  beneficial  such  a  partnership  can  be, 
both  now  and  in  the  future.  Cooperation  between  us  is  making  for  better 
business — and    a  bettor   institution. 

Wo  have  been  pointing  the  way  to  new  methods   of  attack  upon  industry's 
problems,   by  putting  teams   of  men  to  ivork  on  the   most   difficult  of  them. 

We  have  been  leading  tho  way,  too,    in  the   libcraliz-ing  of  engineering 
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education— so  highly  essential   as  the   scientist  and  engineer  incrsasingly 

assume  leading  roles   in  ell  spheres   of  life. 

Roots   of  Our   Growth 

Our  remarkable   growth  has  basn  a  conscious  response  to  one   of  the  most 
significant  movemonts    of  our  time--the  rapid   inland  industrial  development 
of  the  United  States, 

Our   strategic  location  has   put  us  in  an  ideal   position  to  anticipate  and 
to  servo  the  needs   of  the  nation. 

Location  and  growth  have   opened  up  the   vision  of  developing  here   one  of  the 
foremost  sciontific  and  technological   citadels   in  the  vvorld.     The  steps 
we  have  takon  these   past  dozen  years  have   steadily  built  to  that  end, 

Iffith  that  as   the  vista  open  to  us,  the  broad  tasks   immediately  ahead  are 
both  simple   and  clear. 

The   Jobs  to  Be  Done 

We  have  of  course,   one   pressing  and    immediate   task.      It   is   one   of  national 
consequence.      It   is  to  continue   in  every  way  we   can  to  meet  the   critical 
shortage   of  engineers  that  now   exists. 

In  1950  there  wore  52,000  engineering  graduates;  3  8,000  in  1951;  2  8,000 
estimated  to  this  year;  18,000  for  1953;  15,000  for  1954  and  each  year 
for   several   years  thereafter.     At   present  industry  requires  about  60,000 
engineering  graduates  a  year.     Our  nation  faces  the  most   serious   shortage 
of  engineers  that  it  has  ever  experienced.

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Although  Illinois  Teoh  in  the  last  throe  yocrs  hcs  stepped  up  its 

facilities  in  en  cmazing  way,  it  must  do  so  even  further,  if  not  only 

defense  demcnds  but  the  needs  of  an  expanding  economy  are  adequately  to 
be  mot. 

There  is  another  side  to  engineering  manpower.   It  is  woman  power, 
Nearly  one-third  of  the  women  of  America  today  are  in  occupations  outside 
the  homo.  They  are  thus  a  tremendous  factor  in  our  civilian  labor  force. 

Women  can  well  fill  certain  engineering 'and  scientific  fields.   They  are 
the  largest  single  source  of  new  and  competent  engineering  students. 
They  seek  engineering  opportunities.   Illinois  Tech,  as  it  looks  ahead, 
must  give  serious  consideration  to  providing  them  with  the  engineering 
opportunities  which  growing  numbers  of  them  today  demand. 

Other  l&nportrnt  Steps 

Next,  wo  must  substantially  expand  our  basic  research  programs  by  providing 

our  faculty  TJith  both  the  freedom  and  the  moans  necessary  to  that  end. 

We  must  attract  to  Illinois  Tech  more  men  of  teaching  and  research  ability. 

We  must  assume  an  increasing  role  in  the  graduate  work  that  appreciably 
contributes  to  basic  knowledge,  i'io   must  give  greater  emphasis  to  advanced 
graduate  work~in  the  very  highest  realms  of  science. 

Thirdly,  we  must  deepen  our  partnership  with,  and  assistance  to  business; 
and  industry,  through  heightened  programs  of  application  of  basic  research 
to  the  solution  of  business  end  industrial  problems.  Free  industry—  and 
free  education  are  invincible  partners. 
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Fourthly,  vje  must  romeraber  that  learning,  both  for  the   layman  and  the 

speoir.list,   is   a  never-ending  process    in  today's  -world.     We  must  therefore 

enlarge  the   opportunities  ws   offer   in  our  evening  courses   for  the   citizens 

of  the   city. 

A  Challenging  Task  Ahead 

Wg  know  that   creative  men  must  have  rooms   of  their   own  to  work  in,  and 

proper  equipment  to  viork  with. 

This   is  especially  true   of  the   scientist  today  when  science  has  become  a 
vast  and   complicated  business. 

And  that  brings  me  to  our  fourth  great  task— the   future  up-building 
generally  of  the   plant,   the    facilities,  the  equipment,  staff  and  other 
resources   of  this   institute,   in  a  degree   commensurate  with   its   challenging 
opportunities   and  responsibilities. 

A  great  and   inspiring  task  lies   ahead   of  us  here   if  we  are  to  create  that 
leading  scientific  institution  our   growing  industrial  might  requires   and  our 
vision  encompasses. 

Realization  of  that  vision  will   call   for  the  investment   progressively  over 
the   next  decade   or  so  of  approximately  20  million  dollars. 

An    Important    Investment 

That   is   a  microscopic  sum,   from  a   capital   investment  point   of  vie\'9,   in 
the  nation  that  today  finds    it  necessary  to  spend  2   l/2  billion  dollars 
on  sciontifio  research  annually. 
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But  it  is  a  tromendously  important  investment  from  the  possibilities 
of  aooomplishmGnt,  end  in  the  erection  of  our  own  midwest  citadel  of 
science  and  technology. 

It   is   an  investment  that  will  add  another,  needed  bastion  in  the  ring 
of  scientific  institutions   and  laboratories  that   gird  the  nation  and 
constitute  the   foundation  both  for   our   safety  and   prosperity. 

But  even  beyond   those  things,   as -the  world  slowly  rights   itself  again 

in  the   years   ahead ^    I  see  an  i-ncreasing  measure   of  spiritual   consequences 

flowing  from  scientific  well-aprings   such  as  we   constitute  here. 

Science  assures  us   of  boundless   increase  for  the    future.      It  holds   the 
promise   of  the    good  life   for  all.      It   gives  us   the  moans  to  fulfill 
man's  deepest   ideals. 

And  so,    I  would  affirm  before  this  audience  my  faith  in  science  and 
technology,  my  faith  in  man  himself  and   in  his   destiny  on  this   globe, 
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Uote   To  Editors { 

Following  is  the  text  of  an  address,  "Business  Financial  Cooperation 
with  Higher  Education",  to  be  made  by  Beardsley  Ruml  of  New  York  City, 
economist  and  educator,  following  a  dinner  given  in  the  ballroom  of  the 
Conrad  Hilton  hotel,  Chicago,  Iviay  22,  1952,  commemorating  the  inauguration 
earlier  on  the  same  day  of  Dr.  John  T,  Rettaliata  as  president  of  the 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 


My  remarks  this  evening  are  directed,  as  the  title  indicates,  to  business 
financial  cooperation  with  higher  education.   Business  cooperation  with  higher 
education  can  and  does  go  far  beyond  the  financial;  and  business  financial 
cooperation  can  go  far  beyond  money  gifts. 

As  for  higher  education,  I  shall  direct  ray  remarks  primarily  to  the 
position  of  the  liberal  college,  for  the  good  reason  that  I  have  some  experi- 
ence in  that  special  field,  ■'.'(hereas  in  the  area  of  scientific  and  technolog- 
ical education,  my  knowledge  is  sketchy  and  at  second  hand  -  even  though  my 
first  teaching  job  was  at  Carnegie  Institute  of  Technology,   I  am  sure  that 
the  members  and  friends  of  the  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  will  be  able 
to  make  any  appropriate  application  of  what  I  have  to  say  about  the  liberal 
college  to  the  problems,  opportunities  and  dangers  that  may  exist  for  Insti- 
tutes of  Technology  in  general  and  for  the  Illinois  Institute  in  particular. 

First,  I  shall  discuss  the  financial  position  of  business  under  existing 
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tax  laws,  and  second,  the  position  of  the  liberal  college  as  I  see  it.  And 
finally,  I  shall  indicate  possibilities  of  cooperation  that  appear  practical 
and  useful  at  the  present  time. 

First,  then,  the  financial  position  of  business  under  the  new  tax  rates. 
The  substantial  increases  in  net  corporate  earnings  and  in  tsx  rates  ina!:e  it 
necessary  for  American  business  to  reappraise  its  policy  with  respect  to  tax 
exempt  expenditures  for  educational,  scientific  and  welfare  purposes.  Hitherto, 
these  expenditures  have  been  £  great  deal  smaller  than  the  potential  total  of 
Five  Percent  of  net  corporate  income  before  taxes  which  has  been  exemr^ted  for 
these  purposes  under  the  revenue  laws  since  1936,   But,  in  the  new  situation, 
business  management  vjill  recognize  increasingly  the  direct  and  indirect  benefits 
which  it  can  obtain  through  well  organized  and  soundly  conceived  programs. 

In  1939,  total  corporate  profits  before  taxes  were  ^6,7   billion.  In  this 
year  of  1939,  corporate  taxes  took  only  cbout  19/o  of  net  incoma  and,  as  a  result, 
a  company's  management  had  to  disburse  -i^S.OO  in  order  to  claim  $1,00  back  form 
the  Government  under  the  Five  Percent  provision.   But  even  during  the  years 
when  tax  benefits  were  much  more  modest  than  they  are  today,  many  companies 
were  making  contributions  for  educational,  scientific  and  welfare  purposes, 
and  some  had  already  made  a  practice  of  contributing  the  full  Five  Percent, 

By  1951,  a  major  transformation  had  tcken  place  in  the  size  of  both 
corporate  earnings  and  tax  rates.   Total  corporate  profits  before  taxes  are 
estimated  to  be  at  least  ^40  billion  in  1951,   Five  percent  of  this  total,  which 
would  be  available  for  expenditure  on  educational,  scientific  and  welfare 
purposes,  would  amount  to  at  least  |2  billion  in  1951,   Today,  for  a  company  not 
in  the  excess  profits  tax  category,  the  management  hss  to  use  only  |1,00  of  its 
final  net  profits  in  order  to  deduct  ^1,00  from  its  tax  liability  to  the 
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Government.      If  the   company   is    in   the   excess   profits  tax   category,   the  ratio 
can  be   as  high   as   |1,00  to  |4,00   —   a  reversal   of  the   prewcr  relationship, 

■   Management    in   general  has  not   as   yet   realized   that   the  new   relationship 
between  high   profits   and   high  taxes  has   produced  new   obligations   towcrd    its 
stockholders   and  new   opportunities   for  directly  benefiting  the   ordinary 
activities    of  tha  business. 

For   any  corporation   there    is    a   set   of  five   percent   activities  'vhich,    if 
properly  selected,  will   yield    important  benefits  both  to  the   company  itself 
and   to  the  national   and   local   community   in  which   it   exists.      This    is   true   of 
small  companies   as  wall   as   of  large   ones.     Kanagement  has   a  duty  to  its   stock- 
holders  and   to  the   public  to  meke  every  effort  to  discover  what  these   oppor- 
tunities  are. 

For  corporations  to  obtain  the  maximum  possible  benefits  from  five  percent 
expenditures,  it  is  necessary  that  this  work  be  undertaken  in  s  sustained  and 
orderly  fashion.  At  present,  very  few  corporations  are  effectively  organized 
to  develop  and  carry  out  such  programs  and  are  content  merely  to  respond  to 
appeals  for  contributions  from  outside  sources.  By  and  large,  these  business 
firms  do  not  attempt  to  program  their  expenditures  on  their  own  initiative  or 
to  relate  them   in   anyway  to   overall  business   objectives. 

Soma   corporations   have   determined   to  approach  the   problem   in   a  more   positive 
manner.      These   corporations  have   actively  surveyed   the   possibilities   and  have 
sought  to  discover   those    specific   purposes  which   are   related    in   some   direct   or 
indirect  way  to   the   firm's   normal  business   activities    and  which  would  bring 
substantial   benefits  to  the   employees   or  customers   of  the   firm  and   to  the   local 
communities   in  which  the  business    is   primarily  operated. 
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The  impact  of  a  soundly  conceived  corporate  contribution  for  educational, 
scientific  and  welfare  purposes  increases  geometricclly  with  its  size.   Small, 
haphazard  contributions,  such  as  business  frequently  makes,  cannot  be  expected 
individually  to  have  an  important  effect  on  the  octivity  being  assisted,  al- 
though of  course,  they  do  in  the  aggregate.   But  large,  well-organized  con- 
tributions have  disproportionately  greater  effects  because  they  are  more 
efficient,  decisive,  and  dramatic  than  small  ones.   They  create  a  highly 
favorable  atmosphere  for  the  corporation  within  which  its  other  business 
activities  have  a  much  better  chance  of  being  successful.   Consumers,  employees, 
suppliers,  the  public  generally,  are  predisposed  to  look  '^ith  friendly  eyes  on 
its  activities,  to  be  receptive  to  its  products  end  services,  end  to  respond 
to  its  merchandising  efforts* 

As  more  and  more  companies  become  aware  of  the  benefits  to  be  derived 
from  the  support  of  educational,  scientific  and  welfare  activities,  they  will 
embark  on  aggressive  and  imaginative  plans  of  their  own.  Existing  tax  incen- 
tives are  hastening  this  process.   The  timid  will  inevitably  be  judged  by  the 
Five  Percent  programs  of  their  more  energetic  competitors  and,  in  time,  they  too 
will  be  compelled  by  the  logic  of  the  situEition  to  reappraise  their  own  Five 
Percent  expenditures. 

That  there  will  be  some  disappointments  is  conceded,  but  such  disappoint- 
ments are  inherent  in  risk-taking  enterprise.   The  skill  lies  in  devising 
potential  benefits  more  than  proportional  to  the  risks. 

On  one  question  there  can  be  a  sharp  difference  of  opinion.   That  question 
is  this,  "Is  it  proper  for  business  management  so  to  conduct  its  affairs  that 
within  the  law  it  will  minimize  the  tax  consequences  of  its  operating  decisions?" 

To  many  of  you  this  may  seem  an  unreal  question,  but  I  can  assure  you  that 
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it  states  an  issue  that  is  chargid  with  high  emotion.   In  the  most  unexpected 
quarters  the  opinion  is  held  that  tax  avoidance,  even  within  tha  lew,  is  a  bad 
practice  and  contrary  to  the  public  interest. 

Let  ma  state  my  position  on  this  question.   Briefly  it  is  this-that  it 
is  not  only  proper,  but  that  it  is  the  duty  of  management  to  minimize  by  ell 
lawful  means  the  tax  consequences  of  business  decisions.   It  is  a  duty  because 
business   mancgament  is  a  trustee  for  all  parties  at  interest  in  the  health 
and  growth  of  the  business  -  stockholders,  workers,  vendors  and  customers. 

The  taxing  povi/er  is  in  the  Congress,   It  is  for  Congress  to  determine  in 
tax  laws  the  rates  and  circumstances  whereby  individuals  and  businesses  shall 
be  taxed.   The  individual  may,  if  ha  so  desires,  pay  more  than  the  law  requires- 
the  injury  is  to  himself  .-.lone.  But  the  management  of  a  business  is  not  a  free 
person.   It  is  acting  for  others  who  depend  on  the  business  for  products,  for 
services,  for  markets,  end  for  income.  The  programs  and  the  decisions  of 
management  must  be  responsibly  geared  to  the  welfare  of  those  who  are  parties 
to  the  business. 

Accordingly,  the  tax  policy  of  management  should  be  to  pay  such  taxes  as 
are  legally  imposed  -  no  less,  and  equally  no  more.  As  trustees  for  the  parties 
at  interest  in  a  business,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  management  to  conduct  its 
affairs  so  that  the  burden  of  taxation  on  the  business  enterprise  will  be 
the  minimum  consistent  ■'■'ith  the  requirements  of  l^w  and  with  the  development, 
of  the  business. 

This  answer  to  the  question  of  hovj  business  management  should  think  L,bout 
its  tax  policy  is,  in  my  opinion,  ethically  correct  and  in  the  public  interest. 

So  much  then  for  the  position  of  the  business  corporation  under  the  new 
tax  law  ind  under  prevailing  economic  conditions.  Let  us  now  turn  to  the 
present  position  of  the  private  liberal  college. 
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Everyone  knows  thct  the  private  libsr:;!  college  hcs  bean  in  an  unhappy 
financial  situation  for  a  long  time*  Fc.culty  salaries  have  been  inadequate 
for  many,  many  years.  Desirable  teaching  facilities,  such  as  laboratories  ^nd 
libraries,  have  often  been  lacking,  and  sufficient  scholarships  have  not 
been  available  to  offset  rising  costs  of  tuition  and  other  necessary  outlays. 
Now  in  the  last  few  years  sharply  rising  prices  and  continuing  low  interest 
rates  have  transformed  what  was  a  financial  problem  into  a  financial  crisis, 
a  crisis  for  the  liberal  college  itself,  for  the  college  staff  in  terms  of 
income  and  standard  of  living,  t,nd  in  terms  of  expense  for  the  young  people 
who  are,  or  would  like  to  be  students  in  the  colleges. 

In  this  financial  crisis,  it  has  been  the  duty  of  the  trustees  and  adminis- 
trators of  liberal  colleges  to  turn  to  whatever  source  of  funds  might  be  of 
temporary  or  continuing  assistance.  Among  these  possible  sources  of  funds  has 
been  the  business  corporation.   This  approach  hy   the  educators  to  business  has 
met  with  a  friendly  response  in  public  statements  by  business  leaders,  among 
them  Frunk  W,  Abrams,  Henry  Ford  II,  Irving  3,  Olds,  and  Alfred  P,  Sloan,   These 
men  have  been  explicit  in  their  recognition  of  the  private  liberal  college  as 
an  essential  American  institution,  and  they  have  expressed  their  hope  th  .t  ways 
might  be  found  whereby  business  could  be  of  practical  assista.nce  to  the  colleges 
in  the  financial  crisis  in  which  they  find  themselves. 

Business  management  in  considering  a  fin-.ncial  contribution  to  the  private 
liberal  college  has  two  gcner.:.l  questions  that  must  be  answered. 

The  first  question  is  this  -  is  financial  cooperation  with  the  liberal 
college  a  proper  use  of  corporate  profits,  even  under  tod-..y's  tax  laws  that 
result  in  low  final  cost  to  the  stockholders? 
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And  the  sscond  question  -  is  the  liberal  college  in  fuct  an  efficient 
opcr;.tion;  or  if  it  is  not,  c;n  financial  cssistonca  help  to  increase  its 
efficiency  vjithout  undue  and  objectionable  interference  \Ajith  the  substance  of 
liberal  education? 

I  lAiill  discuss  these  two  points  in  reverse  order  -  first,  the  efficiency 
of  the  liberal  college j  and  second,  the  appropriateness  of  business  financial 
cooperation. 

In  discussing  the  question  of  the  efficiency  of  the  liberal  college,  I 
■wish  to  make  my  own  position  cle^r  on  certain  points. 

1.  I  cm  discussing  the  private  liberal  college  in  general;   I  am  not 
discussing  any  particular  college,  and  it  is  unlikely  that  all  of  my  remarks 
may  apply  to  any  college.  Each  college  must  .judge  itself  for  itself, 

2.  The  existing  tenure  arrangements  between  the  colleges  and  their 
present  professional  st-ffs  are  fundamental  to  the  preservation  of  free,  liberal 
teaching  and  writing.  Even  though  past  practices  may  be  criticised,   and  future 
practices  changed  from  those  which  novi   exist,  present  arrangements  nust  be 
strictly  observed, 

3.  Present  conditions  in  the  liberal  colleges  are  not  the  f:.ult  of 

any  individual  or  group,  within  or  without  the  colleges.   These  conditions  are 
the  result  of  a  multitude  of  tendencies  and  pressures  which  have  existed  over  a 
considerable  period  of  time.   Corrections  cannot  be  made  abruptly.  However,  a 
change  in  direction  can  be  made  which, over  a  period  of  years,  may  be  expected 
to  result  in  reasonable  efficiency  in  the  m.anagement  of  the  liberal  college. 
It  is  this  possibility  of  improvement  that  has  inducod  me  to  undertake  the 
unpleasant  job  of  criticizing  the  liberal  college  as  it  is,  believing  as  I  do 
in  the  important  personal  and  public  values  in  the  liberal  college  as  it  may 
become , 
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After   those   precautionary  disclaimers   you  will   not  be   surprised   to  have 
ms   say  that  the   private   liberal  college   is  an  inefficient  operation,  desperately 
inefficient,   and   thet  this   inefficiency  results   in   low   salaries,   high  tuition 
costs,    shrinking  enrollments,    and   inadequate   teaching  facilities. 

The    inefficiency  of  the    liberal   college   is  not   importantly  in  the  manage- 
ment of   its  buildings   and   grounds,  nor   in  excessive  non-teaching  overhead, 
nor   in  the  bad  handling  of   its  endov/raent  funds. 

The  plain  fact  is  that  in  the   liberal  college  the   administration  has  lost 
control   of  the   faculty,   and   the    faculty  hcs    lost   control   of   the    curriculum. 
This   does   not  mean  that  the   administration   of   a   college   should  be    an   arbitrary 
authority  for  what    should  be   taught;      or   that   one   member   of  the   faculty  should 
meddle    in   another's   courses.      But   the   teaching   load   should  be    organized   and 
administered   cs   an   aggregate,  with   sensitivity  to  balance   as    among  broad  fields 
of  knowledge   and  as   to  the   talents    of   individual  members   of  the   faculty.     And 
as   for  the   curriculum,    it    should  be   conceived   as   a  whole  by  the   faculty  and 
should  not  become   a   patcb/vork   of   special  professional   interests.      It   should  not 
make  undue   concessions   to  the   demands   of   certifying  agencies.     The   curriculum 
should  validate   the    liberal   college's   claim  to   its   position   as   an   instrument 
of   liberal   education. 

Inside  the   liberal  colleges  where   this  chaos   of  administration,   faculty, 
and   curriculum  exists,    everybody  knows    that   it  exists.      It   is   tolerated 
because    it  has  become   a   cultural   habit,   because  minor  corrections  would   injure 
some  without  noticeably  helping   others,   and   because   the   financial  assistance 
needed   to  bridge   the    gap   to   a  better  way   of  doing  things  has  not  been  at  hand. 

Furthermore,   there   have  been   lacking  explicit  methods   and    objectives 
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whereby  desirable  changes   can  be  made   observable  and  bearable,      I  shall  mention 
certain  methods   and   objectives  that  appeal  to  me   as  useful.     Others  may -well 
find   different  ways   of  establishing  as   good    or  better   tests    or  benchmarks   of 
progress. 

Ill 

l/Vhat  I  have  to  say  about  methods  and  objectives  I  will  summarize  under 
two  headings. 

First  —  the  Four  Part  Budget. 

Second  -  the  Rule  of  Twenty, 

The  Four  Part  Budget  does  not  require  that  a  liberal  college  change  its 
existing  accounting  practices.   It  only  asks  that  a  supplementary  classifi- 
cation of  the  college  accounts  be  prepared  to  give  certain  operating  information 
to  trustees,  officers,  faculty,  alumni,  frionds  and  contributors  and  oven'sto  those 
students  who  may  be  interested  in  the  financial  facts  of  life  of  their  college, 

1,  Part  I  of  the  budget  would  cover  income  and  expense  for  room  and 
board.  Part  I  of  the  budget  should  balance.  Dormitories  that  have  been 
built  out  of  endowment  funds  should  earn  their  interest.  There  may  be  some 
question  as  to  whether  depreciation  on  fully  maintained  dormitories  should 

be  charged,  but  this  is  a  question  of  detail.   The  expense  of  food  and  lodging 
for  the  students  should  be  paid  for  by  the  students, 

2,  Part  II  of  the  budget;  the  administration  of  the  college  including 
the  maintenance  of  its  buildings  and  grounds  should  be  separately  budgeted, 
and  this  part  of  the  budget  should  be  paid  for  by  income  from  endowm.ent  or  by 
gifts  from  alumni  tnd  friends.   It  is  of  the  greatest  importance  for  the 
efficient  administration  of  a  liberal  college  that  Part  II  of  the  budget 
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should  be    in  balance,    and    it   is   at  this   point     that  friends    of  a   college, 
individual   and   corporate,   can  be   of  the   greatest  assistance, 

3,  Part    III   of  the   budget   is    the   salaries   of  the   faculty,    the  teaching 
staff.      To  meet  this   expense   all   tuition  fees    should  be   allocated, 

4,  Part   IV  of  the  budget   covers   scholarships   and   student   aid.     All 
expense   in  this  connection  should   come  either  from  income   on  endowments 
established   for   this   purpose;   or   from  gifts   from  alumni   and  friends;   or   from 
allocations   charged   to  Part    II   of  the  budget,   the   part   of  the  budget  which 
includes   the   administrative   and   overhead   expense   of  the   college.      From  Part 
IV  of  the   budget   there   should  be   allocated   to  Part    III  an   amount  representing 
full   tuition   for   every  student  receiving  scholarship  aid. 

So  much  for   the   Four  Part  Budget, 

And   now   the  Rule   of  Twenty. 

The  Rule   of  Twenty  is   this:     Multiply  the   standard  tuition  rate   of  the 
college  by  twenty  --  this    gives  what   should   be    this   college's   average   teaching 
salary. 

Let  us   take   an  example.      If   the   tuition  rate    is    *500  a   year,    excluding 
extras   and   special  charges,    since   twenty  times    #500  is    *10,000,    the   average 
faculty  salary   in   this   liberal   college    should  be   $10,000.      This    .^10,000  figure 
is    of  course   only  an   average,    and   therefore   for   each  two   instructors  who 
receive   |5,000  a   year    in   compensation   there   can  bo   one  who  receives    $20,000  — 
the    average  will   still  be    :1J10,000, 

The  Rule    of  Twenty   is   based   on  the   proposition  that  through  wise   planning 
of  the   curriculum  and    of  the   teaching   load,   a  ratio   of  frA'enty  students   to  each 
member    of  the  teaching   staff,    is,    from  the   point   of  view   of   the   educational 
objectives   of  a   liberal   college,   both  practical  and  desirable. 
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The  first  rer,ction  of  some  businessmen  to  the  proposition  thct  there 
should  be  twenty  students  for  each  full-tirao  member  of  the  tsGching  staff  is 
thct  this  ratio  is  very  low.   On  the  other  hcnd ,  college  tidministrators  end 
faculty  members  tjIII  just  as  frequently  feel  that  the  ratio  is  too  high. 

The  businessman  makes  his  mistake  in  forgetting  that  not  all  of  a  faculty 
member's  •working  time  is  spent  in  the  classroom  or  otherwise  in  direct  contact 
■with  students.  And  faculty  members  are  likely  to  accept  an  unproved  assumption 
that  the  smaller  the  ratio  of  students  to  teachers,  the  better  the  educational 
program.   It  is  probably  true  that  if  one  were  starting  from  scratch,  i-vith  no 
buildings  already  built,  no  faculty  yet  employed,  and  no  traditions  as  to 
curriculum,  a  somewhat  higher  ratio  than  called  for  under  the  Rule  of  Twenty 
could  be  attained.   But  starting  realistically  from  whore  we  are,  getting  to 
a  ratio  of  t^wenty  will  be  a  long,  hard  pull. 

The  Rule  of  Twenty  is  not  an  objectionable  straight- jacket  which  restricts 
the  program  of  the  liberal  college.   It  imposes  no  specifics  on  the  curriculum 
and  no  requirements  as  to  subj'-ct  matter.   It  does  not  say  what  the  size  of 
any  particular  class  should  bj,  nor  the  number  of  teaching  hours  each  wenk  for 
any  particular  member  of  the  faculty.  All  that  is  asked  is  a  balanced  program 
such  that,  in  the  overall,  the  ratio  of  students  to  members  of  the  faculty  is 
twenty.  Within  this  overall  ratio,  any  conceivable  program  of  subject  matter 
and  method  can  be  accepted,  and  a  great  variety  of  educational  policies  is 
obviously  open  for  decision  by  the  liberal  college  without  arbitrary  restraint 
arising  from  the  suggested  Rule, 

The  logic  of  the  situation  now  becomes  apparent.   So,  also,  do  the 
locations  of  certain  major  difficulties  in  making  the  adjustment. 
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For,  if  the  teaching  load  is  less  than  twenty,  unless  the  enrollment 
is  increased,  the  size  of  the  teaching  stc;ff  must  be  reduced.  Since  tenure 
is  to  be  held  inviolate,  the  reductions  in  teaching  staff  will  coma  only  with 
retirements,  resignations,  and  non-renewal  of  temporary  teaching  contracts, 
plus  drastic  curtailment  of  new  appointments t 

In  the  meantime,  the  curriculum  will  bo  forced  to  change  because  of  the 
circumstances  of  faculty  reduction  or,  less  probably,  of  increase  of  the 
student  body.  With  strong  faculty  cooperation,  the  transformation  of  the 
curriculum  can  bo  made  tolerable,  indeed  the  curriculum  may  well  become  more 
the  sort  of  thing  a  private  liberal  college  curriculum  ought  to  be.  Granted  ' 
that  the  transformation  will  be  painful  in  spots,  the  objective  of  getting 
faculty  salaries  up  to  the  level  of  the  other  professions  is  an  objective  so 
important  for  the  college,  for  the  student,  and  for  the  nation  that  the 
transition  should  be  endured  for  the  lasting  good  that  will  result. 

As  every  business  manager  knows,  improvement  of  quality,  higher  wage 
rates,  and  unit  cost  reduction  are  not  inconsistent.   It  is  the  goal  of 
management  whether  in  business  or  in  education  to  find  the  answers  which  will 
bring  together  these  three  separate  objectives  into  a  common  and  improved 
pattern* 

IV 

Returning  now  to  the  question  of  the  appropriateness  of  business  financial 
cooperation  with  the  liberal  college,  we  must  dismiss  as  inappropriate  those 
contributions  which  serve  only  to  perpetuate  inefficiency,  internal  faculty 
politics,  sentimentalized  waste,  or  unwillingness  to  correct  errors  of  tradition 
and  obvious  bad  practice. 
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Ths  tests  which  I  have  suggested  as  objectives  may  seem  too  severe,  not 
severe  enough,  or  wholly  beside  the  point.  The  particular  college  should  bo 
judged  only  by  the  particular  contributor.   But  a  judgment  of  officiancy,  or 
of  progress  toward  efficiency,  must  be  made  on  some  basis  if  a  corporation 
contribution  is  to  be  o  prudent  one, 

Tifhat  ths  contributor  may  not  do,  particularly  ths  business  contributor, 
is  to  look  to  the  content  of  individual  courses  or  to  the  personalities  of 
individual  members  of  the  faculty.   The  curriculum  is  the  concern  of  the 
faculty;  and  the  faculty  is  partly  the  responsibility  of  the  faculty  end 
partly  of  the  college  administration.   If  via   are  to  preserve  and  protect  the 
free  liberal  college  we  must  allow  the  college  to  d-icida  these  questions  of 
substance  for  itself,  V/hat  business  c^.n  proparly  ask,  however,  is  for  the 
progressive  elimination  of  rem.od'. able  waste. 

Now  let  us  sound  a  more  cheerful  note.   Let  us  discuss  the  liberal 
colleges  that  are  deemed  to  be  efficient,  or  that  are  at  least  on  their  way 
to  becoming  so,  the  colleges  that  need  financial  aid  to  make  them  stronger 
and' mora  useful  than  they  otherwise  would  be. 

As  far  as  the  tax  law  is  concerned,  contributions  within  the  overall 
limit  of  five  percent  of  profits  before  taxes  are  deductible  by  corporations 
in  the  computation  of  their  income  tax  liability. 

The  second  question  remcins.   Is  it  proper  to  contribute  corporate 
earnings,  no  matter  how  heavily  they  are  taxed,  for  the  general  purposes  of 
the  free  liberal  college? 

Or  to  put  it  another  way,  even  if  the  tax  law  does  allav  a  contribution 
to  a  liberal  college  as  a  deduction,  is  the  purpose  —  the  welfare  of  the 
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liberal  college  ~  sufficiently  relevant  to  this  business  so  that  the  directors 
are  justified  in  acting  for  the  stockholders  in  making  the  contribution?  On 
this  point  every  management  -will  have  to  make  up  its  own  mind,  guided  by  its 
legal  advisors.   There  will  be  many  differing  opinions  and  all  of  them  could 
be  sincere. 

Here  the  technological  institute  is  in  a  more  adv:',ntageous  position  than 
is  the  liberal  collage,  since  its  program  of  te.-,ching  and  research  is  much 
more  closely  related  to  the  specific  interests  of  businessess. 

There  is  little  question  but  that  a  local  college  in  a  city  in  which  a 
business  has  a  plant  or  office  contributes  directly  and  indirectly  to  the 
welfare  of  the  business.   There  may  be  employees  who  are  graduates,  employees 
who  are  taking  night  or  extension  work,  employees'  wives  who  are  graduates, 
and  children  of  employees  who  are  students  or  prospective  students.  The  college 
maintains  a  library  ^vhich  is  a  good  standby  facility  for  any  business. 
And  the  existence  of  the  college  makes  a  better  community  generally. 

Likewise  I  think  it  is  clear  that  the  aggregate  of  the  liberal  colleges 
contributes  to  the  welfare  of  the  aggregate  of  business.   But  in  general, 
aggregates  cannot  contribute  to  aggregates  without  losing  vitality  of  concrete 
interest  and  keen  sense  of  responsibility  on  both  sides.  When  this  vitality 
goes,  the  heart  of  the  free  and  private  undertaking  goes  with  it.   I  take  a 
dim  view  of  sotting  up  a  private  bureaucracy,  with  its  necessary  By  Laws, 
rules  and  regulations,  proceedings  J.nd  procedures,  to  solicit,  receive  and 
allocate  corporation  contributions  for  th3  aid  of  liberal  colleges.   I  believe 
however  that  a  plan  can  be  invented  which  will  give  reasonable  opportunity  and 
latitude  for  preserving  in  the  gift  the  individuality  of  both  contributor 
and  college.

I  vontura  to  draw  one  inferonce  from  the  position  of  the  libercl  collage 
today  that  may  have  signif iccnce  for  the  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
The  Illinois  Institute  is  t*  young,  vigorous,  and  growing  institution.   It  may 
have  growing  pains,  "but  the  stiffening  Joints  of  middle  age  tiro  not  upon  it  — 
yet.   It  is  ■worthwile  studying  the  causes  that  have  grc;dually  handicapped  the 
older  generation  of  educational  establishments.   In  many  cases,  in  most 
perhaps,  the  causes  can  be  controlled  and  the  consequences  avoided.  And  then, 
maybe,  the  Illinois  Institute  will  remain  young  forever,   I  hope  so. 

In  closing,  let  mo  express  my  belief  that  the  financial  problem  of  the 
liberal  college  as  an  institution  can  be  solved  over  the  next  few  years, 
helped  by  the  cooperation  of  business  and  the  colleges.   The  sacrifices 
indicated  for  business  under  present  conditions  are  little  more  than  prudent 
risks  requiring  a  certain  amount  of  imagination  and  judgment.   The  burdens  of 
reorganization  and  statesmanship  that  must  be  assumed  by  the  colleges  are  very 
heavy  indeed,  but  they  are  necessary.   It  is  a  time  when  cooperation  at  the  very 
highest  level  of  sympathy  and  understanding  is  required  from  all.

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July-like  weather  during  April  made  Chicago  25  per  cent  freer 
of  dust   last  month  than  it  was  during  a  corresponding  period  a  year  ago. 

Jfeurice  Kayner,    chief  analytical  chemist  at  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,    explained  it  this  way: 

"April  this  year  was  so  balny  and  pleasant  that  there  was  little 
need  any  time  during  the  month  to  maintain  heating  in  homes  and  larger 
buildingso     Therefore,   there  was  less  smoke  and  less  dust  from  the  smoke. 

"Another  reason  is  that  there  was  little  wind  te  stir  up  dust." 

Nevertheless,  Kayner  pointed  out,    this  year's  April  duatfall  of 
48.83  tons  per  square  mile  is  still  more  than  twice  as  heavy  as  a 
practical  goal  ^f  20  tons  per  square  mile.     Dustfall  in  April,   1931» 
was  63.06  tons  per  square  mile. 

The  July,    195 1«   average  was  43 '69  t*ns  per  square  mile. 
Dustfall  normally  is   lightest  during  warm  weather,   heaviest  during  cold 
weather,     Kayner  said. 

The  Foundation  measures  and  analyzes  the  dust  from  24  municipally- 
maintained  sampling  stations  each  month  for  the  city's  smoke  inspection 
and  abatement  department. 

Station  with  the  heaviest  fall  was  at  the  Fair  store  in  downtown 
Chicago,   137.92  tons  per  squre  mile,  aa^  lightest  was  at  733^  Pratt  in 
the  northwest  part  of  town.

CHICAGO  --  Dozens  of  job  opportunities  with  starting  salaries 
that  average  $332  per  month  are  being  pressed  upon  engineering  students 
at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  who  will  be  graduated  next  month, 
according  to  Earl  C,  Kubicek,  the  Institute's  placement  director, 

"Competition  for  the  graduating  engineer  is  at  is  very  highest 
in  history,"  Kubicek  relates.   "Everyone  wants  to  hire  an  engineer.   In 
the  last  three  conths  mare  than  2^0  corporations,  represented  by  from 
one  to  six  interviewers,  have  visited  Illinois  Tech,  anxious  to  meet 
the  graduating  engineers  and  present  the  advantages  of  employment  by 
their  companies, " 

Registration  records  for  the  IIT  placement  office  reveal  that 
recruiters  from  an  average  of  six  companies  visit  the  campus  every  day. 
Thousands  of  other  job  opportunities  are  described  in  letters  and  bulletins 
also  received, 

"Vifithin  the  past  few  months,  government  agencies,  civil  service 
as  well  as  military  branches,  have  entered  into  the  competition  for 
graduating  engineers,"  Kubicek  said,   "Various  civil  service  agencies 
from  all  ever  the  nation  are  sending  teams  of  representatives  to  recruit 
personnel  in  colleges.  Military  branches  are  offering  the  graduate 
engineer  am  immediate  rank  as  a  line  officer. 
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■The  current  shortage  of  engineers  would  be  alarming  even  under 
normal  conditions,  due  to  the  low-birth-rate  of  the  1930's  now  being 
felt   in  the  colleges  and  high  schools.     Selective  service  demands  will 
heighten  the  shortage  even  more.     The  low  point  in  engineers,  as  well 
as  in  other  fields,   will  not  be  hit  until  1933. 

"There  is  a  marked  tendency  in  industry  toward  utilization  of 
engineers   in  sales  and  contract  negotiation  work,"  according  to  Mr. 
Kubicek.      "Many  companies  have  adopted  the  view  that   it   is  easier  and 
more  successful  to  train  engineers  in  sales  than  salesmen  in  technical 
fields."

CHICAGO  —  Homeownera  and  industries  in  central  and  western 
Pennsylvania  are  being  assured  of  well  planned  electric  service  as  far 
ahead  as  1970  as  a  result  of  studies  being  conducted  at  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology. 

Electrically  speaking,   the  entire  area  served  by  the  Pennsylvania 
Electric  company,   Johnstown,   Ek. ,  has  been  set  up  in  miniature  in  a 
single  room  at  the   Institute.     A  team  of  electrical  engineers  from 
Penjisylvania  Electric  company,  working  in  conjunction  with  engineers 
from  Illinois  Tech  and  Jackson  &  Moreland,   engineers,  Boston,  Mass., 
are  analyaing  problems  of  electrical  generation  and  distribution. 

Industry  and  domestic  equipment  such  as  television,  deep-freezers, 
and  radios  in  Pittsburgh,  Johnstown,  Clarion,  Clearfield  and  Erie  will 
be  directly  effected  by  the  study. 

The  work  is  being  done  on  Illinois  Tech's  $lSOftOOO  A-0  Network 
Calculator,  an  elaborate  instrument  for  simulating  power  system  conditionsi 

With  the  calculator,  any  power  system  can  be  exactly  reproduced. 
Instead  of  time-consuming  mathematics,   any  electrical  engineer  can  set 
up,   in  miniature,  a  system  representing  hundreds  of  miles  of  lines, 
and  measure  voltages  at  suay  point  under  any  possible  conditions. 

Enough  circuit  elements  are  available  to  represent  12  generating 
stations,   100  transmission  lines  or  transformers,  ij.0  loads,  and  18 
variable  ratio  transformers. 
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The  miniature  system  can  be  adjusted  to  simulate  any  operating 
conditions.  From  readings,  the  engineers  can  inmediately  determine  the 
effects  of  additional  loads,  methods  by  which  they  can  be  carried* 
system  performance  under  normal  or  emergency  conditions,  and  system 
changes  that  can,  should,  or  must  be  imde  in  the  future, 

D.  R,  Pattison,  chief  electrical  engineer,  F.  M,  Reed,  assistant 
electrical  engineer,  W,  H.  Lambert,  superintendent  of  electrical 
equipment,  and  I,  R.  Phillips,  construction  engineer  of  Pennsylvania 
Electric  company  are  working  on  the  project, 

G,  0.  Dahl,  engineer,  and  G.  P,  Wilson,  engineer,  are 
representing  Jackson  &  Moreland. 

Their  study  is  to  determine  the  most  advantageous  locations 
for  new  generating  stations  to  be  built  in  central  and  western 
Pennsylvania,  The  amount  of  electrical  load  is  estimated  for  any  given 
point,  and  then  transmission  line  constructions  are  determined  to  carry 
the  load.

CHICAGO  —  Three  college  deans  can  outsmart  a  crook  any  day. 

At  least  that  must  be  the  sentiment  of  one  William  Berker, 
alias  William  Berkan,  an  alleged  "fraternity  row"  confidence  man  who 
was  arrested  on  the  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  campus  in  Chicago 
recently. 

The  story  dates  back  to  mid  March  on  the  campus  of  Kn9x  College, 
Galesburg,  111.  Berker,  a  recent  alumnus  of  an  Illinois  penal  institution! 
made  the  mistake  of  trying  to  get  a  fresh  start  at  the  expense  of  several 
fraternity  houses  there. 

•Posing  as  an  inspector  for  the  power  company  furnishing  heat  to 
the  houses,  Berker  duped  fraternity  officials  into  paying  him  a  "fee" 
for  his  services* 

Ihen  the  fraud  was  discovered.  Dean  Lyle  Willhite^  of  Knox, 
notified  Dean  Fred  H.  Turner,  of  the  University  cf  Illinois. 

Mr.  Turner,  in  his  capacity  as  secretary  of  the  National 
Association  of  Student  Personnel  Administrators*  prepared  a  mimeographed 
bulletin  on  the  incident,  including  Berker 's  description,  and  distributed 
it  to  the  deans  of  students  at  other  colleges  around  the  country. 

Berker  arrived  on  the  campus  of  Illinois  Tech  on  April  29. 

Using  a  slight  variation  on  his  pitch,  Berker  contacted  the 
Delta  Tau  Delta  house  manager,  pretending  that  he  had  made  arrangements 
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with  the  house  president  to  inspect  the  furnace.  He  was  admitted  -  the 
house  manager  had  no  reason  to  doubt  his  word, 

Berker's  tour  of  the  heating  facilities  revealed  the  "need"  for 
certain  repairso  He  claiiced  he  could  save  the  house  money  by  purchasing 
repair  parts  himself. 

"If  you  give  me  $30,  I'll  be  back  with  the  replacements  tomorrow," 
he  promised! 

He  didn't  show  at  the  appointed  time,  but  called  the  house  and 
assured  officials  he  would  return  when  the  necessary  equipment  was 
available. 

The  office  of  Dean  Clarence  E.  Deakins,  of  Illinois  Tech,  had 
received  the  bulletin  on  Berker.  When  Robert  Es  Cunningham,  assistant 
dean  at  Illinois  Tech,  learned  of  the  episode  at  the  Delta  Tau  Delta 
house,  he  alerted  all  fraternities. 

On  May  1  Berker  knocked  on  the  door  of  the  Alpha  Sigma  Phi 
house  at  Illinois  Tech.  He  was  recognized  and  Cunningham  was  notified. 
The  assistant  dean  called  the  police  and  rushed  to  the  scene.  7<hen  he 
got  there,  Berker  had  departed,  and  was  attempting  to  work  his  game  at 
the  nearby  Triangle  house. 

Personnel  at  the  Triangle  house  were  forewarned.  Berker  was 
turned  away,  and  lODre  than  a  dozen  Triangle  and  Delta  Tau  Delta  men 
tailed  him  when  he  left.  He  wandered  about  the  neighborhood  over  an 
hour,  trying  to  shake  them.  Finally,  in  desperation  he  tried  to  pull 
the  "dumb  act." 

"What  do  you  fellows  want?"  he  asked  his  pursuers. 

The  fraternity  men  invited  him  bask  to  the  Alpha  Sigma  houseo 

"Someone  there  wants  to  talk  to  you,"  they  said. 
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Cunningham  and  the  police  were  waiting  for  Berker  at  the  Alpha 
Sig  house,  where  he  was  arrested  on  arrival, 

Berker,  who  seemed  resigned  to  his  fate  and  did  not  put  up  a 
fight,  was  turned  over  to  district  police.  Two  Galesburg  residents 
identified  him  in  a  line  up,  and  he  was  returned  to  that  community 
where  William  Small,  assistant  states  attorney,  held  a  warrant  for  his 
arrest  on  a  charge  of  obtaining  money  under  false  preteiises  from  the 
Knox  fraternity  houses. 
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CHICAGO  —  Cooperation  of  three  deans  of  Illinois  colleges  and 
fraternity  men  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  played  a  naajor  role 
in  the  arrest  of  an  alleged  "fraternity  row"  confidence  man  here  recently. 

Principals  in  this  unusual  academic  pursuit  were,  Dean  Lyle 
Sillhite,  of  Knox  College,  Galesburg,  111,}  Dean  Fred  H.  Turner,  of 
the  University  of  Illinois,  and  Assistant  Dean  Robert  E.  Cunningham, 
of  Illinois  Tech. 

The  alleged  culprit,  William  Berker,  alias  William  Berkan,  was 
arrested  at  the  Alpha  Sigma  Phi  house  at  Illinois  Tech  on  May  1. 

In  mid  March  Berker  got  his  start  by  fleecing  several  fraternity 
houses  at  Knox. 

Representing  himself  as  an  inspector  for  the  power  company 
furnishing  heat  to  the  houses,  Berker  duped  fraternity  officials  into 
paying  him  a  "fee"  for  his  services. 

Dean  Willhite,  of  Knox,  notified  Dean  Turner,  of  the  U.  of  I. 
Dean  Turner,  in  his  capacity  as  secretary  of  the  National  Association  of 
Student  Personnel  Administrators,  prepared  and  distributed  a  mimeographed 
bulletin  of  the  incident  for  affiliated  institutions.  Illinois  Tech  was 
on  the  mailing  list. 

Berker  gained  entrance  into  the  Delta  Tau  Delta  house  at  Illinois 
Tech  on  April  29;  pretending  he  had  made  arrangements  with  the  house 
president  in  inspect  the  furnace.  He  walked  off  with  ^3°  of  "the 
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fraternity's  money,  promising  to  purchase  replacement  parts  and  return 
the  following  day. 

He  didn'ti  and,  meanwhile,  Mr.  Cunningham  learned  of  the  matter. 
His  office  had  the  bulletin  on  Berkerc  A.11  fraternities  were  alerted. 

Berker  re-appeared  at  the  Alpha  Sigma  Phi  house  at  Illinois  Tech 
on  May  1.  He  was  recognized  but  students  were  unable  to  hold  him  until 
Cunningham  arrived.  7*hen  Cunningham  appeared  on  the  scene,  Berker  was 
working  his  pitch  at  the  nearby  Triangle  house. 

Again  he  was  recognized,  and  as  he  made  his  exit,  a  dozen  or  so 
Triangle  and  Delta  Tau  Delta  members  trailed  him  for  over  an  hour* 
Berker  knew  he  was  being  followed  and  tried  to  elude  his  pursuers. 
Finally,  he  asked  the  students  what  they  wanted. 

They  took  him  back  to  the  Alpha  Sigma  house,  where  he  was 
arrested  by  police.

A  young  man— he's  only  4^— Dr,  Rettaliata  has  a  vast  enthusiasm 
for  wonders  that  nay  be  ahead. 

"Atomic  energy© ..almost  anything  can  come  of  it,"  he  says*     "All 
kinds  of  mechanical  developments  are  being  produced  in  the  laboratories 
and  workshops...  faster  trains, ».  better  heating...  new  types  of 

engines... " 

He  hopes,   and  expects,    that  some  of  these  wonders  will  be  created 

at  his  school  on  Chicago's  south  side.

"%  aim  is  to  make  the  Institute  an  outstanding  one  in  the 
country,"  Dr.  Rettaliata  declares.

In  1945?   shortly  before  and  immediately  after  the  surrender  of 
the  Germans,   he  investigated  steam  turbines  developed  by  Germany  for 
hydrogen  peroxide  super-submarineso 

In  1944  the  young  engineer  was  named  to  the  subcommittee  on 
turbines  established  by  the  committee  on  power  plants  for  aircraft  of 
the  National  iidviaory  Goamittee  for  Aeronautics.     The  American  Society 
of  i\ilechanical  Engineers  gave  him  a  special  award  in  1931  for  his 
pioneering  work  in  gas  tubine  development. 

Be  has  written  scores  of  technical  articles  ani  has  spoken 
throughout  the  nation  on  jet  propulsion  and  other  ei^ineering  subjects* 
He  has  devoted  a  part  of  the  past  year  as  an  associate  director  of  a 
high-priority- classified  Air  Force  research  project. 

A  native  of  Baltimore,  Dr.  Rettaliata  received  his  doctor  of 
engineering  degree  from  Johns  Hopkins  in  193^.     That  same  year  he  took 
charge  of  the  calculator  and  development  division  of  Allis-Chalmers 
Manufacturing  Company  in  Milwaukee.     Later,   he  was  appointed  manager  of 

the  research  and  ^s  turbine  development  divison  of  the  steam  turbine 

department • 
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When  he  was  only  3^  Dro  Rettaliata  received  the  junior  award 
of  the  American  Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers  for  his  paper  on  "The 
Combustion  Gas  Turbineo"  The  following  year  he  was  given  the  highest 
award  obtainable  by  a  young  mechanical  engineer,  the  Pi  Tau  Signa  Gold 
Medal  Award  for  outstanding  achievement  in  mechanical  engineeringy 

He  was  named  a  consultant  in  mechanical  engineering  for  Armour 
RBsearch  Foundation  of  Illinois  Tech  in  1946f  and  in  1948  he  was  appointed 
dean  of  engineering  at  the  Institute.  He  was  appointed  vice-president
